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FOREWORD 


The Digest of Public General Bills and Selected Resolutions 
was prepared originally for the Second Session of the Seventy- 
fourth Congress and has been published for all subsequent 
Congresses. 


The purpose of the Digest is to furnish, in the form of a brief 
synopsis, the essential features of public bills and resolutions 
and changes made therein during the legislative process so that 
Members will have a readily available source from which they 
may answer inquiries concerning these measures. 


In order to furnish Members with frequent coverage the Digest 

is normally published during each Session in 5 cumulative issues 
with biweekly supplementation as may be needed. Each cumulative 
issue is divided into 4 sections. The first section (green pages) 
contains a listing, by number, of the bills that have been 
reported by Committees and the current status of each such bill. 
Synopses in this section (green pages) are revised when necessary 
to reflect the changes made during the legislative process. The 
second section (yellow pages) contains a numerical listing of 
public laws enacted during the current Session together with the 
bill numbers of such laws. The third section contains the syn- 
opses of public bills and resolutions in numerical order as in- 
troduced. The fourth section is a subject index, The final 
issue of the Digest for each Congress contains a fifth section 
which provides a ready reference, by number, to public bills 

and resolutions introduced by each Member (Member Index).

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STATUS OF BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS ACTED UPON DURING SECOND SESSION 


SENATE 


S. 9. Approved March 3, 1966 


(Public Law 89-358). 


Veterans' Readjustment Benefits Act - Provides 
a permanent program of educational assistance begin- 
ning June 1, 1966, for veterans who served on active 
duty for more than 180 days, any part of which was 
after January 31, 1955, and whose discharge or 
release was other than dishonorable, 

Provides assistance on the basis of a month of 
training for a month of service, not to exceed 36 
months, at monthly rates for full-time students of 
$100 with no dependents, $125 with one dependent and 
$150 with more than one dependent. Sets proportion- 
ate rates for less than full-time training. Sets a 
limit of 8 years from the date of discharge for the 
completion of a veteran's education under these pro- 
visions, except that for veterans discharged prior 
to this enactment the 8 years will begin with the 
effective date of this enactment. 

Also makes educational assistance covering the 
cost of tuition available to servicemen while on 
active duty. 

Extends to this group of veterans the Veterans' 
Administrations’ home loan guarantee program up to 
$7,500, and the direct home loan program in areas 
where private loans are not available. Increases 
the maximum amount of direct home loans from $15,000 
to $17,500. Authorizes the Administrator of Veter- 
ans' Affairs to regulate interest rates on loans, con- 
sistent with the ceiling established for the Federal 
Housing Administration. Establishes a fund to off- 
set losses by requiring a veteran to pay one-half of 
one percent of his loan at closing. Also extends to 
these veterans the following benefits now enjoyed by 
veterans of earlier wars: (1) eligibility for non- 
service connected medical care in Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration facilities on the same basis as veterans of 
earlier wars (space available basis); (2) the pre- 
sumptive service connection for chronic and tropical 
diseases first manifested within specified periods 
following discharge; (3) job counselling and place- 
ment under the Department of Labor; (4) preference 
in Federal employment; and (5) authorization for a 
flag to be provided to drape the casket of a veteran 
at the time of his burial. Increases from $80 to 
$150 monthly the amount available under the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act for protection against 
eviction for individuals who are renting homes when 
they are called into the service. 

Passed by Senate September 1, 1966. 

Repeals two acts relating to containers for 

fruits and vegetables. 


Approved April 19, 1966 
(Public Law 89-404). 


Authorizes the appropriation of an additional 
$85 million over a 10 year period beginning in fiscal 
1967 for grants to public and private institutions 
for water research projects under the provisions of 
the Water Resources Act (42 U.S.C. 196lb). Requires 
all contracts be submitted to Congress 60 days in 
advance of execution for review.

S. 84. Approved November 5, 1966 


(Public Law 89-760). 


Provides for reimbursement to Wyoming for 
improvements made on certain lands in Sweetwater 
County, Wyoming, when such lands revert to the 
United States. 

S. 112. Approved September 19, 1966 
(Public Law 89-586). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
farm improvement loans under subtitle A of the Con- 
solidated Farmers Home Administration Act to lessee- 
operators of farmland in Hawaii where (1) the land 
cannot be acquired by the applicant; (2) adequate 
security is provided for the loan; and (3) there is 
a reasonable probability of accomplishing the objec- 
tives and repayment of the loan, 


212. Passed by Senate September 22, 1966. 


Designates a navigation lock and flood control 
structure of the central and southern Florida flood 
control project in the State of Florida as the 
W. P. Franklin lock and control structure, 

S. 251. Approved March 10, 1966 
(Public Law 89-366). 


Provides for the establishment of the Cape 
Lookout National Seashore in North Carolina. 
S. 254. Approved September 20, 1966 
(Public Law 89-596). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct and operate the Taulatin Federal reclama- 
tion project, Oregon, 


S. 265. Approved June 3, 1966 


(Public Law 89-441). 


Conveys to the State of Utah any interest which 
the United States may have, except mineral rights in 
certain lands which were once beneath the waters of 
the Great Salt Lake. Provides that just compensa- 
tion will be paid by such State to the United States 
for any interest so conveyed as determined by sub- 
sequent judicial proceedings. 

S. 293. Passed by Senate September 21, 1966. 

District of Columbia Public Higher Education 
Act - Authorizes the establishment of a public 
community college and a public college of arts and 
sciences in the District of Columbia under the direc- 
tion and control of a 9-member "Board of Higher 
Education". 

S. 309. Passed by Senate July 11, 1966. 

Establishes a 20-member Commission on Noxious 
and Obscene Matters and Materials appointed by the 
President to explore methods of combating the traffic 
in obscene matter at the various levels of Government,

to provide for a plan for improving coordination 
between officials, to determine ways of informing 
the public as to the effects of such traffic, to 
formulate recommendations for actions deemed neces- 
sary to combat such traffic, and to analyze the laws 


pertaining to such traffic and recommend revision of 


Federal laws as deemed necessary. 


S. 360. Approved November 5, 1966 


(Public Law 89-761). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
establish and administer the Indiana Dunes National 
Lakeshore to preserve portions of the Indiana dunes 
for public use. 


S. 390. Reported in House July 14, 1960, 


Permits volunteer fire companies to use second 
and third class bulk mailing at the rates estab- 


lished for nonprofit organizations Lamends U.S.¢ 
39 : 4359 


433. Passed by Senate October 19, 1966. 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
sell certain improved lots in Lander, Wyoming, and 
to apply the proceeds to the purchase of other land 
nearby. 


S. 476. Passed by House October 17, 1966. 


Increases the authorization of funds from $2 
million to $3.5 million for the construction of 
airports in or in close proximity to national parks 
national monuments, and national recreation areas 
Lamends U.S.C. 16:7b 


S. 489. Approved September 9, 1966 
(Public Law 89-565). 


Authorizes the establishment of the San Juan 
Island National Historical Park in the State of 
Washington. 


S. 490. Approved September 7, 1966 
(Public Law 89-557). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct and operate the Manson unit, Chelan 
division, Chief Joseph Dam Project, Washington, for 
recreation, irrigation, and conservation purposes. 


S. 491. Approved October 15, 1966 
(Public Law 89-664). 


Provides for the establishment of the Big Horn 
Canyon National Recreation Area for public outdoor 
recreation in the States of Wyoming and Montana. 


S. 526. Passed by Senate June 15, 1966. 


Eliminates the limitation on the authorization 
of appropriations for the maintenance of the Bureau 
of Mines experiment stations at Reno, Nevada; Grand 
Forks, North Dakota; and Schuylkill Haven, Pennsyl- 
vania. Eliminates the annual reporting requirement 
of the Lignite Research Laboratory Lamends U.S.C 
30:13, 401, 403]. 


S. 553. Passed by Senate August 9, 1966, 


Gives Congressional consent to the Upper 
Niobrara River Compact between Wyoming and Nebraska. 
S. 562. Passed by Senate June 8, 1966. 

Redefines the term “Veterans' Administration 
facilities” to include private facilities for which 
the Administrator contracts in order to provide 
hospital care for veterans of any war in a State 
lerritory, Commonwealth, or possession of the United 
States not contiguous to the 48 contiguous States 
(Alaska and Hawaii). 


S. 602. Approved September 2, 1966 
(Public Law 89-553). 


Broadens the scope of the Small Reclamation men 
Projects Act to increase the limitation on the costs men 
of projects (from $5 million to $6.5 million), and the 
funds authorized therefor (from $100 to $200 million). 

Changes the formula used for determining the interest 
rate for the interest bearing portions of loans under 
this Act from a formula based on yield to a formula 
based on coupon rates. Permits advancement of up to 
half the cost of the project. 


5. 688. Approved November 8, 1966 


(Public Law 89-796), 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
develop a program of land conservation and utiliza- 
tion in order to correct maladjustments in land use 
and thus assist in developing and protecting recrea- 
tional facilities Lamends U.S.C. 7:1010 
S. 693. Approved July 4, 1966 
(Public Law 89-486). 


Strengthens the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
by (1) providing new definitions aimed at focusing 
the Act on individuals attempting to influence 
Government policies through political activities, 
(2) requiring that registered foreign agents dis- 
close their status and identify their principal when 
contacting Congress or the Government on policy 
matters, and file their registration statements when 
appearing before congressional committees, (3) pro- 
hibiting contingent fee contracts between agents and 
foreign principals based on success in political 
activities, and (4) prohibiting officers and em- 
ployees of the United States Government from acting 
as foreign agents, 

In addition to criminal sanctions, provides the 
Attorney General with an injunctive remedy when com- 
pliance is considered inadequate. 

Grants the Attorney General specific authority 
to exempt certain persons from registration, and to 
exempt registrants from being required to furnish 
information when formal compliance would serve no 
useful purpose under the Act. 

Provides exemptions from the registration re- 
quirements for (A) activities in furtherance of the 
bona fide business interests of a domestic concern 
engaged in substantial business in the United States, 
even though such activities also benefit a foreign 
business concern which is owned by or owns the domes- 
tic concern, provided (1) the foreign business is not 
a foreign government or political party; (2) the 





activities are not directly or indirectly controlled 
or subsidized in substantial part by a foreign 
government or political party; (3) the relationship 
with the foreign concern is disclosed; and (4) the 
activities in question are substantially in further- 
ance of the business interests of the domestic con- 
cern when such concern is owned or controlled by the 
foreign concern; and (B) activities of individuals 
qualified to practice law engaged in legal represen- 
tation of a disclosed foreign principal before any 
court of law or any agency or official (excluding 
attempts to influence officials other than in the 
course of established agency proceedings, whether 
formal or informal). 


S. 699, Passed by House October 11, 1966, 


Provides for inclusion of periods of reemploy- 
ment of annuitants under the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act for the purpose of computing annuities of 
their surviving spouses, 

S. 774. Reported in House February 17, 1966. 

Provides for a study to determine the practica- 
bility of the adoption by the United States of the 
metric system of weights and measures. 


S. 801. Approved October 15, 1966 
(Public Law 89-677). 


Provides for improving the balance of payments 
position of the United States by permitting the use 
of reserved foreign currencies in lieu of dollars 
for current expenditures. 


S. 902. Approved September 7, 1966 
(Public Law 89-500). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to co- 
Operate with States and other public agencies by 


providing soil surveys and other technical assist- 
ance in planning for use changes in rapidly expand- 
ing areas including farm and nonfarm areas. 
S. 936. Reported in House August 25, 1966, 
Establishes the Sleeping Bear Dunes National 
Seashore in Michigan under the administration of the 
Secretary of the Interior and Sleeping Bear Dunes 
National Lakeshore Advisory Commission. 


S. 944. Approved June 17, 1966 
(Public Law 89-454). 


Marine Resources and Engineering Development 
Act - Declares it the policy of the United States to 
develop, encourage, and maintain a comprehensive 
long-range program in marine sciences to assist in 
protecting health and property, enhance commerce, 
transportation and national security. 

Establishes a National Council on Marine Re- 
sources and Engineering Development composed of the 
Vice President, members of the President's cabinet 
and other executive department officials to advise 
and assist the President on ocean surveys, develop- 
ing comprehensive oceanographic programs, providing 
for cooperation between the various segments of gov- 
ernment dealing with oceanographic and marine 
sciences activities,

Establishes a 15 member Commission on Marine 
Sciences composed of experts in various disciplines 
to assist the President and the Council. 


S. 976. Reported in Senate February 16, 1966. 


Confers jurisdiction on courts of bankruptcy to 
hear and determine questions arising as to the amount 
or legality of any unpaid tax which has not been con- 
tested and adjudicated, 

Provides for the release of a bankrupt from 
taxes owed under certain conditions, Sets forth the 
priority of taxes legally due and owing excluding 
from such priority taxes which have been released by 
a discharge in bankruptcy Lamends U.S.C. 1l:ll, 35, 
104 


S. 985. Approved November 3, 1966 
(Public Law 89-755). 


Fair Packaging and Labeling Act - Declares it 
to be the purpose of Congress to insure that the 
labels of packaged consumer commodities adequately 
inform consumers of the quantity and composition of 
their contents and to promote packaging practices 
which facilitate price comparisons by consumers. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare (for food, drugs, devices, and cosmetics) 
and the Federal Trade Commission (for all other con- 
sumer commodities) to promulgate regulations to 
insure: (1) that the package label bears the name of 
the commodity and adequate identification of its 
manufacturer; (2) that the package label bears a 
separate statement of the net quantity of the con- 
tents expressed in ounces, or fractions thereof, 
except that the net quantity of commodities marketed 
in even pounds, pints, or quarts may be so stated; 
(3) that the separate net quaniity statement be 
printed in conspicuous and legible type, uniform as 
to type size and location on the label and undiluted 
by qualifying words or phrases. 

Authorizes administrative agencies to promul- 
gate regulations on an individual commodity basis 
when necessary: (1) establishing and defining stand- 
ards for designating the relative size of packages, 
such as “small", “medium”, and "large"; (2) estab- 
lishing and defining “servings"™ standards; (3) regu- 
lating printed label representations that commodities 
are being offered at retail sale at "cents off" the 
regular price, or in “economy” packages; and (4) re- 
quiring the disclosure on labels of relevant ingre- 
dient information, 

Authorizes the administering agencies to estab- 
lish reasonable weights or quantities for the retail 
distribution of any consumer commodity (a) where the 
agency determines that the consumer's ability to 
make price-per-unit comparisons among the packages 
in which that commodity is being marketed is likely 
to be impaired and (b) after the industry has been 
given an opportunity (from 12 to 18 months) to par- 
ticipate in the development of a Voluntary Product 
Standard through the procedures for such standards 
administered by the Secretary of Commerce. 

S. 1013. Reported in House October 14, 1966. 

Requires the Secretary of the Treasury to submit 
a report to Congress each year to clarify the com- 
ponents of and to assist in the management of the 
national debt and tax structures. 





S. 1015. Passed by Senate June 2, 1966. 


Gives the Federal Communications Commission 
authority to prescribe regulations for the manufac- 
ture, sale, shipment, or use of devices which cause 
harmful interference to radio reception. 


S. 1098. Approved May 26, 1966 
(Public Law 89-430). 


Provides the Interstate Commerce Commission 
with authority, after hearings, to prescribe the 
rental rate paid by railroads using another rail- 
road's freight cars. Gives ICC authority to estab- 
lish incentive per diem rates and to consider the 
level of freight car ownership and factors affecting 
the national supply in their determination of whether 
compensation for use of such cars should be based on 
ownership expenses (including a fair return on 
values), or on the basis of elements reflecting the 
value of use, or on other factors which will provide 
reasonable compensation to owner, contribute to 
sound car service practices, and encourage a car 
supply adequate to meet national needs. Allows ICC 
to exempt from the incentive element provisions any 
group of carriers upon a discretionary finding that 
to do so would be in the national interest. 


S. 1160. Approved July 4, 1966 
(Public Law 89-487). 


Amends section 3, the public information sec- 
tion of the Administrative Procedure Act (U.S.C. 
5:1002) to clarify and protect the right of the 
public to information concerning United States 
Government activities. 

Clarifies the status of the Federal Register as 
a publication in which the public can find details 
of administrative operations of Federal agencies 
and defines the type of material which must be pub- 
lished to enable the public to find out where and by 
whom decisions are made in each Federal agency and 
how to make submittals or requests. 

Permits the incorporation of material in the 
Federal Register by reference provided the material 
referred to is reasonably available. 

Encourages the publication of necessary details 
by providing that no person shall be adversely af- 
fected by material required to be published but not 
so published. 

Requires a prospective indexing by each agency 
of all orders, opinions, policy statements, inter- 
pretations, manuals and instructions and requires 
such indexes to be available to the public. Pro- 
vides that no agency action may be relied upon, used, 
or cited as precedent against a party unless it is 
indexed or unless the party had adequate notice of 
the terms of such order. 

Requires that concurring and dissenting opinions 
be published along with all final opinions made by 
agencies. 

Eliminates the “properly and directly concerned" 
test for determining who shall have access to public 
records and provides that the great majority of 
public records shall be available to any person. 

Provides for judicial proceedings de novo to 
order the production of records improperly withheld. 
Allows the court to consider the propriety of with- 
holding the information and to order the records 
produced, 


Specifies the categories of information which 
are exempted from disclosure as follows: (1) specifi- 
cally required by Executive Order to be kept secret 
in the interest of national defense or foreign policy; 
(2) related solely to the internal rules and prac- 
tices of any agency (e.g. manuals of procedure and 
guidelines); (3) specifically exempted from disclo- 
sure by statute; (4) trade secrets and commercial 
or financial information obtained from any person 
and privileged or confidential; (5) inter or intra- 
agency memos, etc., which would not be available by 
law to a private party in litigation with the agency; 
(6) personnel and medical files and similar files the 
disclosure of which would be a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of privacy; (7) investigatory files com- 
piled for law enforcement purposes except to the 
extent available by law to a private party; (8) mat- 
ters contained in or related to examination, opera- 
tion or condition reports of financial institutions 
prepared by, or for the use of any agency responsible 
for the regulation or supervision of such institu- 
tions; and (9) geological and geophysical information 
and data (including maps) concerning gas and oil 
wells. 

Provides that these provisions will become 
effective one year from the date of enactment. 


S. 1199. Passed by Senate June 9, 1966, 


Makes automobiles available to certain disabled 
veterans not previously entitled to such benefits. 


S. 1237 
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Passed by Senate July 27, 1966. 

Design Protection Act - Permits the proprietor 
of an original ornamental design of a useful article 
to secure protection for 5 years (renewal for an 
additional 5 years) against unauthorized copying. 
Enumerates the types of designs which are not sub- 
ject to protection to include designs that are 
staple or commonly known as designs which are 
dictated solely by a utilitarian function. 

Provides protection from the date when the 
design is first made known. Requires notice con- 
sisting of (1) the words Protected Design (or 
approved abbreviation thereof); (2) the year in 
which the design was first made public and (3) the 
name of the proprietor. 

Requires the registration of such designs with- 
in 6 months or the protection is lost. 

Sets forth the schedule of registration and 
related fees. 


S. 1308. Approved May 20, 1966 
(Public Law 89-427). 


Authorizes the destruction of unfit Federal 
Reserve notes at the 12 Federal Reserve banks under 
regulations and procedures described by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. (Present law requires such 
notes be shipped to Washington, D. C. for destruc- 
tion). Directs the Comptroller General to audit the 
cancellation and destruction of such notes, Pro- 
vides for the apportionment of credit for the de- 
stroyed notes among the Federal Reserve banks. 
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S. 1310. Approved October 15, 1966 


(Public Law 89-674). 


National Museum Act - Requires the Director of 
the National Museum to submit an annual report to 
the Congress on the progress in museums, provide 
advice to other Federal agencies concerning museums, 
cooperate in a continuing study of museum problems, 
assist museums and their organizations, prepare and 
distribute significant museum publications, and con- 
duct research on museum techniques. 

S. 1312. Passed by Senate July 11, 1966, 

Authorizes appropriations for all necessary 
expenses of the Office of Central Management, 
Department of Food Services, in the public schools 
of the District of Columbia, and for reimbursement 
of the District of Columbia public school food 
services fund for lunches served in accordance with 
the National School Lunch Act rather than the 
present requirement that students receiving free 
or reduced cost lunches must be children of public 
welfare recipients. 


S. 1319. Approved November 10, 1966 
(Public Law 89-803). 


District of Columbia Work Release Act - Author- 
izes a work release program for persons sentenced 
by the courts of the District of Columbia. 

S. 1336. Passed by Senate June 21, 1966. 

Administrative Procedure Act - Strengthens and 
clarifies the administrative procedures used by 
Federal agencies (contains provisions regarding pub- 
lic information similar to the provisions of S. 1160, 
Public Law 89-487). 

Sets forth new methods for rulemaking to include 
informal consultation, Provides emergency rulemaking 
power but limits the duration of such rules to 6 
months. Clarifies certain “separation of functions” 
provisions. Requires agency pleadings to conform, 
insofar as practical, to the Federal court pleadings. 
Permits prehearing conferences. Permits judicial 
review unless such review is expressly precluded 
by statute, 

Provides for the appointment of examiners and 
exempts such examiners from the Classification Act 
and the Performance Rating Act. 

S. 1349. Approved November 5, 1966 
(Public Law 89-764). 


Amends the inland, Great Lakes, and Western 
river rules concerning passage of sailing vessels 
and vessels under sixty-five feet in length, 

S. 1356. Approved October 10, 1966 
(Public Law 89-635). 


Permits Indian tribes to maintain civil actions 
in Federal district courts without regard to the 
$10,000 limitation, 


S. 1357. Approved June 22, 1966 


(Public Law 89-465). 


Bail Reform Act - Requires release of persons 
charged with noncapital Federal offenses on personal 
recognizance or unsecured bond at the time of appear- 
ance before a judicial officer unless such officer 
finds that release will not reasonably assure appear- 
ance as required. 

Empowers judicial officers, in lieu of or in 
addition to such release, to impose one or more of 
the following conditions; (1) release in the custody 
of a designated person or organization; (2) restric- 
tions on (a) travel, (b) association, or (c) place 
of abode; (3) appearance bond with no more than 10 
percent cash deposit; (4) bail bond or full cash 
deposit; or (5) any other condition deemed necessary 
to assure appearance as required, including a condi- 
tion requiring that the person return to custody 
after specified hours. 

Requires the judicial officer in setting such 
conditions to consider (1) the offense charged; 

(2) the weight of the evidence against the accused; 
(3) the accused's (a) family ties, (b) employment, 
(c) financial condition, (d) character, (e) mental 
condition, (f) length of residence in the community, 
(g) prior record of convictions, and (h) record of 
prior appearances or flights to avoid prosecution, 

Allows persons uneble to meet conditions of 
release or required to return to custody after 
specified hours to seek review of such conditions 
up to the appropriate appellate court. 

Authorizes the courts to treat persons charged 
with a capital offense or convicted of a crime and 
awaiting sentence or appeal the same as persons 
charged with a crime (except as to the provisions 
for review of a detrining order) unless the court 
has reason to believe the person would flee or pose 
a danger to any other person or to the community. 

Requires the Attorney General to give credit 
toward a prison sentence for the time spent in cus- 
tody awaiting trial. 

Requires the release of material witnesses un- 
der the same conditions as persons charged with a 
crime except for allowance of a reasonable delay in 
order to take the deposition of such witness. 

Provides the following penalties for failure to 
appear as required; (1) for forfeiture of all secu- 
rity given or pledged; (2) up to $5,000 fine and five 
years in prison for persons charged with a felony; 
(3) up to one year in prison and the maximum fine for 
the offense for persons charged with a misdemeanor; 
and (4) up to $1,000 fine and one year in prison for 
material witnesses. 

Exempts persons charged with an offense triable 
by a military tribunal from the provisions of this 
Act. 

Reported in Senate August 30, 1966, 


Gold Mine Revitalization Act - Directs the

Uniform Time Act - Establishes uniform dates 
for the commencement and termination of daylight 
Saving time in all States and jurisdictions where 
daylight saving time is observed. Provides that 
daylight saving time will commence at 2 a.m. on the 
last Sunday in April and end at 2 a.m. on the last 
Sunday in October. 

Specifically supersedes all State and local 
laws pertaining to advances in time but allows a 
State which prefers not to go on daylight saving 
time to enact a State law specifically exempting 
itself from this Act, provided such exemption is 
Statewide. No section or subdivision of such State 
can then go to daylight saving time. Establishes 
three additional time zones for the territories of 
the United States bringing the total to eight (East 
to West) Atlantic, Eastern, Central, Mountain, 
Pacific, Yukon, Alaska-Hawaii, and Bering standard 
time. 

Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to foster and promote uniform adoption and observance 
of the same standard of time within each zone. 

Also authorizes the ICC to apply to Federal 
courts for an injunction to restrain violations of 
the provisions relating to daylight saving time.

Wild Rivers Act - Reserves certain public lands 
for a National Wild Rivers System and provides pro- 
cedures for adding additional public lands and 
Other lands to the system. 

Provides for administration of the system by 
the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Prohibits the Federal Power Commission from 
authorizing dams or project works in the system 
unless specifically authorized by Congress.

Creates the Commission on Political Activity 
of Government Personnel, composed of twelve members 
from public and private life, to study Federal laws 
limiting political activity by employees of the 
Government, and to report thereon to the President 
and to Congress.

Repeals provision prohibiting the detail of

S. 1515. Passed by Senate September 1, 1966. 

Includes the construction of an additional span 
as part of the authorized reconstruction, enlarge- 
ment, and extension of the bridge across the Missis- 
Sippi at Rock Island, Illinois. 


S. 1522. Passed by Senate June 13, 1966. 


Removes arbitrary limitations upon attorneys' 
fees for services rendered in proceedings before 
administrative agencies of the United States. 

S. 1556. Approved November 5, 1966 


(Public Law 89-765). 


Authorizes the Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System to delegate certain of its functions 
(except rulemaking and monetary and credit function). 
Makes the Chairman of the Board responsible for 
assigning such functions. Requires the Board to 
review the action taken upon the vote of one member. 
S. 1596. Passed by Senate August 19, 1966, 

Provides for inspections and quarantine service 
by the United States at ports and airports of entry 
without reimbursement by the owners of the trans- 
portation facilities. 

S. 1607. Approved October 15, 1966 
(Public Law 89-666). 


Increases the authorization and provides for a 
right-of-way for the Point Reyes National Seashore 
in the State of California. 

S. 1611. Approved July 5, 1966 
(Public Law 89-493). 


Provides for the transfer of certain functions 
from the United States District Court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to the District of Columbia Court 
of General Sessions and to certain other agencies of 
the municipal government of the District of Columbia. 
S. 1666. Approved March 18, 1966 
(Public Law 89-372), 


Provides for the appointment of additional 
circuit and district judges. 





S. 1674. Pocket vetoed November 14, 1966. 

Geothermal Steam Act - Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to issue leases for the devel- 
opment of geothermal steam and associated geothermal 
resources on public lands. 

S. 1681. Passed by Senate July 22, 1966. 

Uniform Relocation Act - Establishes uniform 
relocation payments and advisory assistance programs 
for persons displaced by Federal and federally 
assisted programs. Provides that no property ac- 
quisition program may proceed until there is assur- 
ance of available standard housing for all persons 
displaced. 

Requires heads of Federal agencies to make re- 
location payments in accordance with regulations 
established by the President and to provide a re- 
location assistance program for displaced persons, 
businesses, farm operators, and persons occupying 
adjacent property if they are caused economic injury. 

Provides full Federal reimbursement for feder- 
ally aided programs of all individual relocation 
payments up to a maximum of $25,000, and Federal 
sharing, according to the project's cost sharing 
formula, for amounts exceeding $25,000. 

S. 16098. Approved February 21, 1966 
(Public Law 89-350). 


Establishes procedures for the review of pro- 
posed bank mergers. Requires approval of the appro- 
priate Federal agency before mergers of any banks. 

Requires 30 days notice of the proposed trans- 
action (except in emergency situations) by publica- 
tion, to the Attorney General, and to other banking 
agencies, Requires reports concerning the competi- 
tive factors from the Attorney General and the other 
banking agencies within the 30 day period. 

Prohibits merger transactions which would re- 
sult in a monopoly or substantially lessen competi- 
tion. Sets forth general criteria to be used in the 
approval of such mergers. 

Exempts certain mergers which were consummated 
prior to June 17, 1963,. from the antitrust laws. 
Exempts mergers between June 16, 1963, and this 
enactment from the provisions of section 2 of the 
Sherman Antitrust Act (criminal penalties for monopo- 
lizing trade). Brings pending judicial proceedings 
within the criteria established by this Act Lamends 
U.S.C. 12:1828(e) |.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to

Federal Inventions Act - Establishes a uniform 
national policy concerning property rights in inven- 
tions made under Government contracts. 

Enumerates the provisions which Federal agencies 
are required to include in all contracts for re- 
search or development to require prompt disclosure 
of inventions and to provide for the determination 
of patent rights between the Government and the 
contractor, 

Sets up an administrative procedure for deter- 


mining what interest the agency will take concerning 
an invention, providing a hearing and the right to 


judicial review. Provides for the patenting of 
appropriate inventions by agency heads, and the 
granting of licenses for the use of inventions. 
Requires Agencies who award research contracts 
to submit semiannual reports to Congress covering 
inventions discovered and the determinations made 
under this Act.

(1) filing of a petition by an individual stating 
that he is an addict, or (2) filing of a petition 
by a "related individual" (defined as a member of 
the household or nearest available relative) stating 
that he believes a person is an addict and requesting 
admittance of such person to a hospital for treatment. 
Provides for a preliminary determination by a United 
States attorney of (1) reasonable cause and (2) that 
appropriate State or other facilities are unavailable, 
whereupon such attorney shall file a petition with 
the United States District Court to commit such per- 
son to a Federal facility. Authorizes the Court at 
its discretion to order such person to appear for 
examination and confine such person therefor for up 
to 30 days after instructing him (1) of his right to 
be represented by counsel at all stages of the pro- 
ceeding; (2) of the conveyances of commitment; and 
(3) of his right to have a personally retained 
physician present at any examination. Provides for 
immediate release upon a finding that such person 
(1) is not an addict, or (2) is an addict but not 
likely to be rehabilitated through treatment. 

Provides for a hearing by the Court on the mat- 
ter of commitment for up to 6 months if the finding 
is contrary to the above, with a jury, if requested, 
making the final determination as»to such persons 
addiction or lack thereof. 

Provides penalties for falsely supplying infor- 
mation concerning the alleged addiction. 

Title IV. Authorizes $15 million each year 
for two years for grants to States and private 
institutions for constructing and operating facili- 
ties for narcotic addicts. 

Title V. Directs the Board of Parole to review 
the sentence of any prisoner who, before this enact- 
ment, was ineligible for parole because of conviction

(a) Partitioning or selling lands in heirship 
status, upon application of the requisite number of 
Indian owners, where such partition or sale is found 
to be in the best interest of the Indian owners, and 
not detrimental to the Indian tribe; 

(b) Providing for judicial partition or sale 
where non-Indian interests so require; 

(c) Authorizing the Secretary of the Interior to 
represent owners who are minors, non compos mentis, 
or are unlocatable; 

(d) Establishing procedures for selling heirship 
lands that will afford the owners full opportunity to 
obtain fair market value for their property and give 
the Indian owners and tribes preference rights to 
purchase the land; 

(e) Increasing the Indian revolving credit loan 
fund in order that individual Indians and tribes may 
borrow funds with which to purchase heirship tracts; 
and 

(f) Providing for tribal land consolidation pro- 
grams to permit maximum economic utilization of the 
land resource by Indians, 


Passed by House September 6, 1966. 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
guarantee (up to 90 percent) loans made to Indian 
organizations or individual Indians. Sets forth 
certain requirements for such loans. Authorizes 
$15 million for an Indian's loan guaranty and insur- 
ance fund.

Second, various types of secured creditor 
interests already having, or given, priority status 
over tax liens are specifically defined, and it is 
provided that where those interests qualify under 
the definitions they are to be accorded this priority 
status whether or not they are in all other respects 
definite and complete at the time notice of the tax 
lien is filed. 

Third, adds to the “superpriority” status ac- 
corded to certain interests in securities and motor 
vehicles an additional eight categories of interests 
in properties which are to be effective as against 
a tax lien, even though notice of the lien has been 
filed. 

Fourth, a priority status is provided for inter- 
ests arising under three types of financing agree- 
ments entered into before the tax lien filing—com- 
mercial transactions financing, real property con- 
struction or improvement financing, and obligatory 
disbursements—even though the funds are advanced or 
the property comes into existence after the tax lien 
filing. In the case of commercial transactions 
financing, the protection generally is afforded even 
though the property underlying the lien is not yet 
in existence or is turned over within a short time 
(45 days) after the tax lien filing as long as the 
loan or purchase is made within this time. In the 
absence of this grace period, commercial factors 
and other lenders would have to check on a daily 
basis to see if a tax lien is filed to protect their 
interests. Interests arising under the real property 
construction and improvement financing agreements are 
protected even though loans are made after the tax 
lien filing because the construction is expected to 
enhance the value of the property underlying the tax 
lien. Interests arising under an obligatory disburse- 
ment agreement are protected because a person is 
obliged under a preexisting agreement to make dis- 
bursements after a tax lien filing and someone other 
than the taxpayer has relied on this obligation. 

Fifth, a limited type of priority is given with 
respect to two other categories. In the case of 
security interests, generally, protection is afforded 
for a period of up to 45 days after the filing of 
notice of a tax lien. Also, interest paid with 
respect to interests having priority over a Federal 
tax lien and costs of preserving property subject to 
interests having priority over a tax lien are given 
a priority over tax liens even though notice has been 
filed (where these items have the same priority as 
principal debt under State law). 

Makes numerous modifications in the provisions 
of the internal revenue laws dealing with the proce- 
dures to be followed in collecting the taxes of a 
delinquent person.

the sharing of advanced medical technology and 
equipment between the Veterans’ Administration and 
other public and private hospitals to assure adequate 
and complete medical care for veterans. 


H. R. 11653. Approved May 31, 1966 
(Public Law 89-433). 


Makes permanent the existing suspension of duty 
on certain natural graphite. 


H. R. 11660. Approved November 2, 1966 
(Public Law 89-721). 


Amends the Internal Revenue Code to provide 
that no interest is to be paid with respect to the

Gold Mine Assistance Act - Sets forth the pur- 
pose to aid and stabilize the domestic gold mining

Fair Labor Standards Amendments - Extends the 
minimum wage and overtime protection of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act to certain additional employees. 
Provides for an increase in the minimum wage effec- 
tive February 1, 1967 for (1) presently covered 
employees to $1.60 in two steps over a two year 
period, (2) agricultural employees to $1.30 in 
three steps over a three year period, and (3) newly 
covered employees to $1.60 in five steps over a 
five year period. 

For 1967: (1) Extends protection to employees 
in the following previously uncovered businesses 
if the firm or organization has gross sales or 
business of $500,000 or more annually: retailing, 
transit and taxicab systems almost all restaurants 
and food service establishments, logging, agriculture

Retains exemption for strictly “family-run” 
enterprises. 

Disallows the employment of anyone below the 
age of 16 in agriculture in an occupation found by 
the Secretary to be particularly dangerous for 
employment of children, except when such employee 
is employed by his parent on a farm owned or 
operated by his parent.

Authorizes $1 million for fiscal 1967 for the 
purpose of preparing a report containing specific 
recommendations for carrying out this title, 
$40 million for fiscal 1968, and $90 million for 
fiscal 1969, Provides for the equitable distribu- 
tion of grants throughout the States while at the 
same time giving a preference to those schools 
which are most in need of additional funds for 
programs in international studies and which show 
real promise of being able to use additional funds 
effectively. 

Establishes a maximum 16 member National 
Advisory Committee on International Studies to aid 
in the preparation of the annual report.

September 19, 1966. 


Civil Rights Act - Assures nondiscrimination in 
Federal and State jury selection and service. Di- 
rects the sources from which jurors are to be drawn 
and provides procedures for selecting persons for 
jury service and testing their qualifications. Au- 
thorizes the Attorney General to bring civil actions 
in the Federal courts for injunctive relief against 
discriminatory practices for discovering information 
relevant to the question whether discrimination re- 
sults from the system used to select jurors. 

Authorizes the Attorney General to bring a 
civil action for injunctive relief whenever he has 
reasonable cause to believe that a person is being 
denied his right to the equal protection of the laws 
with respect to a public school or other public 
facility (Attorney General presently limited on act- 
ing on complaints of aggrieved persons). 


Prohibits discrimination in the sale or rental 
of housing by real estate brokers, agents, salesmen 
or their employees or any other person who engages 
in more than two housing transactions in one year. 
Exempts owners who occupy dwellings containing no 
more than three other living units. Establishes a 
Fair Housing Board to enforce sanctions against 
discrimination. 

Provides new and strengthened criminal penalties 
designed to protect Negroes and civil rights workers.

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to per-

Makes uniform the limitations on size and 
weight of fourth-class parcels by increasing the 
limits on packages sent more than 150 miles to 
meet the existing limits on parcels sent less than 
that distance. Makes the maximum size of fourth- 
class mail 84 inches in girth and length combined, 
which shall take effect over a 5-year period, the 
minimum weight 16 ounces, and the maximum weight 
40 pounds for parcels sent between first class 
offices. Establishes an Advisory Commission on 
Parcel Distribution Service.

Independent Offices Appropriations Act - Makes 
appropriations for sundry independent executive 
bureaus, boards, commissions, corporations, agencies, 
offices, and the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1967. 


H, R. 14929, Approved November 11, 1966 
(Public Law 89-808). 


Food For Peace Act - Authorizes a five-year 
program for furnishing food aid abroad to replace 
Public Law 480, 83d Congress, when it expires on 
December 31, 1966. Eliminates the surplus require- 
ment and provides instead that commodities to be fur- 
nished shall be those determined to be available by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, taking into account 
productive capacity, domestic requirements, farm and 
consumer price levels, commercial exports, and 
adequate carryover. Directs new programs toward 
attaining self-help on the part of the recipient 
countries, Emphasizes the development of market 
for American farm products. Continues program 
financing under the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

Authorizes the sale of agricultural commodities 
both for foreign currency and for dollars on credit 
terms. Declares a policy of shifting from foreign 
currency sales to dollar credit sales at a progres- 
Sive rate in order that the transition to dollars 
sales can be completed by December 31, 1971, except 
for United States requirements. If such transition 
is impossible, an alternative method provides for 
convertible currency credit sales on terms similar 
to those for dollar credit sales. Limits agreements 
for sales during any year to $1.9 billion. 

Authorizes the donation of agricultural commodi- 
ties for such purposes as to meet emergency food 
needs for victims of disasters, to provide food-for- 
work community development programs, and to carry 
out the United States pledge to the World Food Pro- 
grams. Emphasizes furnishing this type of aid 
through nonprofit voluntary relief agencies whenever 
possible. Limits programs during any one year to 
$600 million. 

Provides that currencies which accrue from 
foreign currency sales shall be deposited to the 
credit of the United States and shall be used for 
specific purposes: to finance United States expenses 
abroad, to develop new markets for United States 
farm commodities, to procure military equipment for 
common defense, to promote economic development, to 
finance educational exchange programs, to make loans 
to United States firms for business development and 
trade expansion, and to finance research. 

Provides that conversion of currencies of the 
importing country be used first to pay United States 
obligations or charges of any of its agencies owed 
to the importing country. Also such currency can be 
used to cover normal expenditures of American tour- 
ists in the importing country (up to 25 percent of 
the foreign currencies received pursuant to each 
agreement),

Relates to the participation of the United 
States in the HemisFair 1968 Exposition to be held 
in San Antonio, Texas, in 1968 Lamends Public Law 
89-284]. 


H. R. 15111. Approved November 8, 1966 
(Public Law 89-794). 


Economic Opportunity Amendments - Authorizes 
the appropriation of $1,750,000,000 for fiscal 1967 
for programs under the Economic Opportunity Act and 
increases the duration of programs until June 30, 
1967. 

Title I - Provides that the products of con- 
servation camps and training centers shall become 
property of the United States. 

Provides that Job Corps enrollees be given 
opportunities and training necessary to qualify 
them for the equivalent of a high school diploma. 

Makes an allotment of 23 percent of the Job 
Corps enrollment positions available for women. 
Provides for increasing the total capacity of Job 
Corps camps to 45,000 enrollees. 

Directs that a special pilot project be carried 
out at a Job Corps training center to determine the 
feasibility of conducting such centers as both 
residential and vocational day school centers. Pro- 
vides opportunities for part-time employment and 
on-the-job training for students from low-income 
families in school grades 9-12 and corresponding 
age groups to encourage and permit continued school 
attendance, 

Provides similar opportunities for individuals 
aged 16-21 years. 

Title II - Expands the definition of Community 
for purposes of community action programs. Requires 
representatives of such programs to live in the area 
they represent. Limits salaries of community action 
employees to a maximum of $15,000 paid from Federal 
funds. 

Provides for establishment of programs to give 
work training opportunities to unemployed adults to 
be combined, where needed, with educational assistance. 





Provides financial assistance to carry out com- 
munity action programs relating to narcotic addic- 
tion, emergency family loans Headstart, Legal serv- 
ices, and adult basic education programs. 

Title III - Increases the loan authority for 
rural area programs to an aggregate individual in- 
debtedness of $3,500 (presently $2,500). 

Title V - Increases the opportunities for con- 
structive work experience and other needed training 
available to persons (including workers in farm 
families with less than $1,200 net family income, 
unemployed heads of families and other needy per- 
sons) who are unable to support themselves or their 
families. 

Provides for a transition of these work experi- 
ence and training programs from the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare to the Secretary of 
Labor over the next two fiscal years. 

ritle V1 - Provides for studies and investiga- 
tions to develop a program for the elderly poor. 
Provides that the Director shall stimulate and 
encourage States and local community to encourage 
individuals aged 18 or over to participate in adult 
education programs particularly when the lack of 
literacy or similar basic skills constitutes a sub- 
Stantial impairment to employability. 


Prohibits individuals receiving compensation for 


carrying out this Act from taking an active part in 
political campaigns or using their authority or 
influence to affect the result thereof. Provides 
that the right to vote shall not be affected by the 
above limitation nor shall such limitation apply to 
employees of the United States or volunteers in the 
Job Corps. Provides that the Director shall publish 
and maintain on a current basis, a catalog of all 
Federal programs relating to individual and community 
improvement. 

Establishes a 21] member Advisory Committee to 
advise the Director of the effectiveness and adminis- 
tration of this Act and to submit an annual report 
of its findings to the President. 

Title VII - Makes technical amendments to the 
Act. 

Pitle VIII - Creates a new title under the Act 
for VISTA (now included in section of the title for 
administration and coordination). Authorizes a 
Stipend not to exceed $100 a month to volunteer 
leaders (now limited to $50 a month). Provides for 
Extends the VISTA 
volunteers while they are in service the moratorium 
on repayment of loans under the Higher Education Act

Unemployment Insurance Amendments - Extends 
coverage of the Federal-State unemployment insurance 
system to an estimated 3.5 million additional workers 
by (1) bringing into the system the employees of an 
employer who (a) employs 4 or more persons during 
20 weeks in a calendar year, or (b) pays wages of 
$1,500 or more in any calendar quarter of a calendar 
year, (2) adopting a modified version of the social 


security definition of employee, so that certain 
agent-drivers and outside salesmen will be covered, 
(3) adopting a modified version of the social 
security definition of agricultural labor, so that 
certain workers in processing plants and others 
working on specific commodities would be covered, 
(4) providing coverage for certain employees of 

(a) non-profit organizations which employ 4 or more 
workers during 20 weeks of the calendar year, except 
churches, and allowing such organizations the option 
of either paying the State unemployment in insurance 
contribution or reimbursing the State for actual 
compensation paid attributable to service for such 
organization, (b) State hospitals, excluding doctors 
and similarly licerised medical personnel but includ- 
ing nurses, and (c) institutions of higher education 
except professors, research personnel and principal 
administrators, Continues to exclude domestic 
servants in private homes and adds a new exclusion 
for students employed under specified work-study 
programs arranged by the schools they attend, 

Provides that a claimant must have worked since 
the beginning of his benefit year in order to obtain 
compensation in his next benefit year (prohibiting 
the so-called double-dip which allows a worker to 
draw full benefits for 2 successive years following 
a Single separation from work). 

Prohibits a State from completely cancelling 
the wage credits of a worker for any disqualifying 
act other than discharge for misconduct connected 
with his work or fraud in connection with his claim 
but allows a State to disqualify a worker for the 
duration of a period of unemployment following a 
disqualifying act, such as voluntary quitting, so 
long as benefit rights are preserved for future 
involuntary unemployment during the benefit year. 

Provides that compensation may not be denied 
workers undergoing training with the approval of 
the State unemployment agency. 

Provides that compensation may not be denied or 
reduced because a claimant lives or files in another 
State. 

Permits the States to reduce the tax on new 
employers (to not less than one percent) during 
the first three years of business. 

Provides a procedure for States to appeal 
decisions by the Secretary of Labor that the State 
law does not conform to Federal requirements. 

Establishes a new permanent program to pay 
extended benefits to workers who exhaust their 
basic entitlement to compensation during periods 
of high unemployment. 

Provides that such benefits will be paid only 
during an extended benefit period beginning after 
December 31, 19608 either on a national or State 
basis with the Federal Government paying for the 
entire program. 

Provides that a national extended benefit period 
will be established when (a) the adjusted rate of 
insured unemployment for the nation equals or exceeds 
S percent for a 3-month period and (b) during that 
period one percent or more of covered workers 
exhausted their regular benefits. Such period will 
terminate when the rate of insured unemployment 
remained below 5 percent for a month or the number 
of claimants exhausting their rights to compensation 
totaled less than one-percent for a 3-month period. 

Provides that a State extended benefit period 
will be established when (a) the rate of insured 





unemployment for the State equals or exceeds, during 
a running 13-week period, 120 percent of the average 
rate for the corresponding 13-week period in the 
preceding two calendar years and (b) such rate also 
equals or exceeds 3 percent of covered employment 
within the State. Such period will terminate when 
either of these conditions ceases to exist. 

Provides that during either a national or State 
extended benefits period a claimant will be entitled 
to payments equalling those he received under regular 
compensation (including dependent's allowances) for 
up to one-half of the number of weeks of his basic 
entitlement, The national period will continue for 
13 weeks in all States. No claimant will receive 
more than 39 weeks of combined regular and extended 
compensation. 

Increases the rate of tax under the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act from the present 3.1 percent of 
taxable wages to 3.3 percent, effective with respect 
to wages paid in 1967 and thereafter. Increases the 
taxable wage base under the Act from the present 
$3,000 per year to $3,900 with respect to wages paid 
in 1968-1971 and to $4,800 beginning in 1972 and 
thereafter. 

In effect increases the net Federal unemployment 
tax from 0.4 percent to 0.6 percent and provides that 
a portion (0.1 percent) of that shall be put into an 
unemployment trust fund to finance the Federal share 
of the extended benefits program, 

Authorizes funds to conduct research relating 
to the unemployment compensation system and to train 
Federal and State personnel. 

Changes the date on which the Secretary of Labor 
certifies that State laws are in conformity with 
Federal requirements from December 31 to October 31 
of each year. 

Extends for an additional five years the time 
within which States can expend for administrative 
purposes funds returned to them as excess Federal 
tax collections. 


R. 15124. Approved June 24, 1966

Provides that any lease or transfer of tobacco 
acreage allotments under the Agricultural Act shall 
be effective notwithstanding the failure to file a 
copy thereof with the county committee prior to the 
closing date, provided certain other requirements 
are met.

Foreign Assistance Act - Expresses the sense 
of Congress that aid be denied to any country which 
fails to provide adequate compensation for damage 
or destruction to United States property by mobs 
(present law provides for such steps against 
countries which do not take steps to present a 
recurrence), 

Provides that the furnishing of economic, 
military, or other assistance under this Act shall 
not be construed as creating new commitments or 


affecting existing commitments to use United States 
forces for the defense of any foreign country. 

Extends certain programs and authorizes funds 
therefor as follows: I. Development Loan Fund - 
$685 million for fiscal 1967 and $750 million each 
year for fiscal 1968 and 1969, Additional criteria 
to be considered in making development loans include: 
(a) the degree to which the recipient is making 
progress toward respect for the law, freedom of 
expression and the press, and recognition of indi- 
vidual freedom and private enterprise; (b) the 
degree to which the recipient country is taking 
steps to improve its climate for private investment; 
and (c) whether or not the activity to be financed 
will contribute to self-sustaining growth. Limits 
to 10 the number of countries to which loans can be 
made in any fiscal year, except after 30 days of the 
President's report to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and the Speaker of the House that addi- 
tional loans are in the national interest and giving 
his reasons therefor. Requires that 10 percent of 
the funds be made available only for use through 
the International Development Association, the World 
Jank, or the International Finance Corporation, 

Il. Technical Cooperation and Development 
Grants - $210 million beginning ‘in fiscal 1967 to 
be available until expended. Additional criteria 
for determining grants includes (a) and (c) above. 
Limits to 40 the number of countries to which assist- 
ance may be rendered in any fiscal year, with provi- 
sions for additional participation as above. 

Authorizes up to $10 million (excluding loan 
funds) for grants to United States research and 
educational institutions for programs concerning 
the economic and social development of less 
developed countries. 

Directs that priority be given to increasing 
food production in countries with low food produc- 
tion in relation to expanding populations. Provides 
for cooperative programs between the recipient and 
United States education and research institutions 
for such purpose. Authorizes $10,989,000 for 
American Schools and Hospitals Abroad, and an addi- 
tional $1 million in United States held excess 
foreign currencies for assistance to treatment, 
education and research hospitals outside the U. S, 
founded or sponsored by U. S. citizens. 

III. Investment Guaranties - Increases the 
limit on specific risk guaranties which may be 
issued from $5 to $7 billion. 

Increases the amount authorized for extended 
risk guaranties from $300 to $375 million and the 
amount of total risk guaranty authority provided for 
housing projects from $175 to $215 million through 
1969, 

Authorizes the Administrator of AID to pre- 
scribe the rate of interest of U. S. investors for 
loan investments for housing projects at not less 
than one-half of 1 percent nor more than 1 percent 
of the then current rate on housing mortgages in- 
sured by HUD. 

Increases from $400 to $450 million the total 
amount of Latin American Housing guaranties that may 
be outstanding and directs that $300 million be 
involved solely in pilot or demonstration projects 
Similar to those insured by HUD. 

VI. Alliance For Progress - $696.5 million for 
fiscal 1967 and $750 million each year for fiscal 
1968 and 1969, Additional criteria to be considered 





in giving assistance include (a) (b) and (c) under I 
(above) plus (d) the extent to which the activity to 
be financed will contribute to the economic and 
political intergration of Latin America. 

Directs that loans will be made only to pro- 
grams and projects consistent with the recommenda- 
tions of the Inter-American Committee for the Alli- 
ance. Allows the President to make up to 15 percent 
of such funds available for use by the Inter- 
American Development Bank or the World Bank group. 

VIII. Southeast Asia Multilateral and Regional 
Programs - Authorizes the President to use up to 
$10 million of funds made available for other pro- 
grams (except Alliance for Progress and Military 
Assistance funds) to promote social and economic 
development and stability in Southeast Asia. 

Directs that in carrying out aid programs 
emphasis be placed on assuring maximum participation 
of the people and developing democratic institutions. 

International Organizations and Programs - 
$140,433 million for fiscal 1967 with a limitation 
of $13.3 million to U. N,. Reflief and Works Agency 
for relief of Palestine refugees and a proviso that 
all measures be taken to assure that no part of the 
U. S. contribution be used to aid any refugee receiv- 
ing military training as a member of the Palestine 
Liberation Army. Directs the President to seek to 
assure that no U. S. Contribution to the U. N. 
Development Program is used to aid Castro-Cuba. 

Authorizes $1 million for contributions to the 
U. N. Children's Fund, for fiscal 1967, 

Supporting Assistance - $715 million for fiscal 
19607 with a proviso that Presidential approval is 
required before the proceeds accruing to the Govern- 
ment of Vietnam from the sale of commodities fur- 
nished by grant under these provisions may be used 
for economic assistance programs. 

Limits to 13 the number of countries to which 
assistance may be furnished, with provisions for 
additional participation as in I above. 

Contingency Fund - $110 million for fiscal 
1967. 

Joint Commissions on Rural Development - Author- 
izes the President to conclude agreements with less 
developed countries for such Commissions and make 
available up to 10 percent of the total of develop- 
ment grant and technical cooperation funds in 
carrying out its programs. 

Military Assistance - $875 million for fiscal 
1967 to be available until expended. Excludes sup- 
port of Vietnamese and other free world forces in 
Vietnam (which are budgeted through the Defense 
Department). Limits to 40 the number of countries 
receiving such support. Requires countries obtaining 
U. S. farm commodities (P. L. 83-480, title I) to 
agree to permit the use of U. S. held foreign cur- 
rencies under title I to procure defense materials. 
Provides for discouraging arms races in general and 
in the American republics in particular by limiting 
military assistance and sales to such republics to 
$85 million in any fiscal year and providing that 
$25 million of such amount may be used for assistance 
on a cost-sharing basis to an inter-American military 
force under the 0.A.S., (exempts the cost of the 
0.A.S. forces in the Dominican Republic from these 
provisions. 

General and Administrative Provisions - Sets up 
limitations and considerations for carrying out 
these programs.

Civil Rights Protection Act - Provides that 
jury lists for State and Federal courts shall in- 
clude a representative cross section of the popula- 
tion, without regard to race or color, Establishes 
jury commissions in each Federal district court to 
put into effect a sampling plan using a representa- 
tive cross section of the population of the Federal 
district without exclusion on the basis of race, 
color, sex, religious or political affiliation, or 
economic or social status. Bans literacy tests for 
Federal juries, but allows a judge to exclude 
illiterate jurors from particular cases where read- 
ing is a significant factor.

Eliminates in certain cases, the requirement 
that an insured individual have first been admitted 
to a hospital in order to qualify for the extended 
care services provided under the Social Security Act.

(Government Operations), 


Maxes certain technical and procedural changes 
in the operation of the Advisory Commission on 
Intergovernmental Relations. 


S. 2928. Mr. Kennedy of Massachusetts and others;

Provides for assistance to local school boards 
acting to correct racial imbalance in their schools. 
Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 
include studies of racial imbalance in his survey 

of equality in educational opportunities. 

Provides for special training institutes de- 
signed to improve the ability of personnel dealing 
with educational problems occasioned by racial 
imbalance in schools. 

Makes grants available for the following school

Makes supplemental construction funds available 
to (A) increase facilities in centralized districts 
to enable them to absorb outlying and outmoded school 
houses, and (B) encourage new methods of school 
design which can contribute to eliminating racial 
imbalance.

Provides salary increases for certain members 
of the police force of the Library of Congress.

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
establish and maintain reserves of agricultural 
commodities to protect domestic consumers, and to 
assure an adequate supply for commercial exports 
and to meet the requirements of the food for freedom 
and other such programs. Authorizes the Secretary 
of Agriculture to adjust support prices, acreage 
allotments and marketing quotas to achieve the 
necessary production, 

S. 2933. Mr. Ellender (by request); February 17, 
1966 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Food for Freedom Act - Authorizes a five-year 
program for furnishing food aid abroad to replace 
Public Law 460, 83rd Congress when it expires on 
December 31, 1966. Eliminates the surplus require- 
ment and provides instead that commodities to be 
furnished shal] be those determined to be available 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, taking into account 
productive capacity, domestic requirements, farm 
and consumer price levels, commercial exports, and 
adequate carryover. Directs new programs toward 
attaining self-help on the part of the recipient 
countries. Emphasizes the development of markets 
for American farm products. Continues program 
financing under the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

Authorizes the sale of agricultural commodities 
both for foreign currency and for dollars on credit 
terms. Declares a policy of shifting from foreign 
currency sales to dollar credit sales at a progres- 
sive rate in order that the transition to dollar 
sales can be completed by December 31, 1971, except 
for United States requirements.

Authorizes grants to such planning 
agencies for (1) up to 75 percent of the profes- 
sional staff cost for development and public service 
planning for which Federal planning grants are not 
otherwise available, and (2) planning incentive 
grants up to 10 percent of the amount of other 
Federal planning grants made within the district.

Amends the Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
by (1) providing for a 6-year, $6 billion program 
of grants to municipalities for sewage treatment 
construction, with the Federal Government paying 
30 percent of the total cost, (2) removing the present 
limits on individual project grants,(3) providing 
incentives for State participation in the program 
by offering a 10-percent bonus on grants in cases

Authorizes aid in developing, constructing, and 
operating privately owned nuclear-powered merchant 
ships. 

Permits any citizen of the United States to 
apply to the Secretary of Commerce for such aid. 
Sets forth application requirements. 

Authorizes Secretary to furnish aid upon deter- 
mining (1) the applicant is qualified to operate and 
maintain the ship; (2) the ship is adapted to the 
proposed use; (3) the proposed ship embodies design 
departures leading to a significant reduction in the 
cost of constructing or operating future nuclear- 
powered merchant ships; and (4) a reasonable accurate 
appraisal can be made of the cost of the research 

and development and the cost of constructing and 
operating the completed ship. 

Includes in such aid (1) the excess cost of 
developing the proposed ship over the estimated cost 
of developing a comparable conventional ship; (2) 
the excess of the cost of constructing the proposed 
ship in the United States over the estimated cost of 
constructing a comparable conventional ship; (3) 
waiver or reduction of Atomic Energy Commission 
charges for nuclear materials; (4) assistance in 
training the crew; (5) making available certain 
classified information; (6) conduct studies and aid 
in appropriate shore facilities; (7) provide re- 
search and development in Government laboratories; 
(8) provide design review services, ship construc- 
tion inspection services, and ship operational 
advisory services; and (9) insuring the loan and 
mortgage on the ship. Sets forth criteria to be 
followed in determining loan eligibility.

Authorizes appropriations during the fiscal 
year 1967 for procurement of aircraft, missiles, 
naval vessels, and tracked combat vehicles, and 
research, development, test, and evaluation for the 
Armed Forces.

Authorizes suits in the courts of the District 
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of Columbia for collection of taxes owed to States 
territories, or possessions, or political subdivi- 
sions thereof, when the reciprocal right is accorded 
to the District of Columbia. 

S. 2953. Mr. Bible (by request); February 21, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


Revises the procedures relating to the licensing 
by the District of Columbia of persons engaged in 
certain occupations, professions, businesses, and 
trades. 
S. 2954. Mr. Bible (by request); February 21, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


Prohibits any person from operating a motor 
vehicle in the District of Columbia while under the 
influence of a drug. 

S. 2956. Mr. Dominick and others; February 21, 1966 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Makes it an unfair labor practice for a labor 
organization to discriminate on account of race, 
color, religion, or national origin. 

S. 2958. Messrs. Fulbright and McClellan; 
February 23, 1966 (Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures made by the city of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, eligible as local grants-in- 
aid for purposes of title I of the Housing Act of 
1949, 

S. 2962, Mr. Kuchel and others; February 23, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the establishment of the Redwood 
National Park in the State of California, and pro- 
vides economic assistance to local governmental 
bodies affected thereby.

Guarantees*immunity from prosecution, penalty, 
or forfeiture to persons who are called to appear

Federal Metal and Nonmetallic Mine Safety Act - 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to inspect 
and investigate metal and nonmetallic mines and 
quarries and sand and gravel pits, to obtain and 
disseminate information relating to health and safety 
conditions, causes of accidents, and occupational 
diseases, or to determine whether compliance exists 
with health and safety standards issued pursuant 
to the Act.

ment agencies relating to the training of individuals 
for the purpose of improving or restoring employa- 
bility, (2) to enter into agreements with the States 
for the coordination of such programs, and (3) enter 
into contracts with private organizations for serv- 
ices necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. Directs the Secretary to establish or coordi- 
nate recruitment, placement, occupational testing 
and counseling services, and to collect, analyze and 
disseminate all labor market information using the 
most modern automatic data processing equipment 
available, Provides for special handling of vet- 
erans, agricultural workers and disadvantaged groups 
in relation to problems of employment, ~ 

Provides for grants and technical assistance to 
train personnel engaged in carrying out the provi- 
sions of this Act.

Urban Development Act - Declares it to be the 
purpose of Congress to provide additional encourage- 
ment and assistance to States and localities, through 
Supplementary grants for certain federally assisted 
development projects, for making effective compre- 
hensive metropolitan planning and programing. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to make grants for development projects 
in metropolitan areas, such projects to include 
sewer, water, and sewage treatment facilities; high- 
way, mass transit, airport, and other transportation 
facilities; and recreation and other open-space 
facilities, Requires metropolitan areas to have an 
adequate system for coordinating local public 
development policies and activities on the basis of 
metropolitan-wide comprehensive planning.

Authorizes the Secretary to approve a category 
of “new communities” for mortgage insurance under 
the National Housing Act. Declares that a development 
will be eligible for approval as a new community if the 
Secretary determines it will, in view of its size © 
and scope, make a substantial contribution to the 
sound economic growth of the area within which it 
is located.

Waives the population limit (50,000) on the 
political jurisdiction eligible to receive public 
facility loans under title II of the Housing Amend- 
ments of 1955 in the case of public facilities 
serving new communities within such large jurisdic- 
tions. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make loans to land 
development agencies to finance the acquisition of 
land to be utilized in connection with the develop- 
ment of well-planned residential neighborhoods, sub- 
divisions, and communities. 

Authorizes $95 million for grants under the 
Urban Mass Transportation Act during fiscal year 
1968, and an additional $10 million for research, 
sane Ta ot and demonstration projects during fiscal 
1968. 

Declares it to be the purpose of Congress to 
assist States and metropolitan areas in demonstrating 
the value of improved and increased efforts in 
assembling and making available information and data 
on urban needs and assistance programs and activities 
through centers established for such purposes. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make grants to 
States and metropolitan-area agencies to help finance 
demonstration programs for the assembly, correlation, 
and dissemination of information and data needed for 
improving, coordinating, and more effectively : 
utilizing governmental and other programs and activi- 
ties available for the solution of urban problems. 
Limits grants to 50 percent of the cost of the 
activities carried on under an approved ‘program 
during one year. Prohibits grants to assist in 
assembling data or providing information to be used 
primarily in the day-to-day operations of State or 
local governing bodies and agencies. 

Requires the President to undertake such studies

capability and coordination as he may deem necessary. 
Requires the Secretary to report to the President 

not later than June 30, 1971, as to the effective- 
ness of the assistance provided herein. 

Authorizes such funds as may be necessary to 
carry out the provisions herein, not to exceed $5 
million before July 1, 1967, nor exceed $10 million 
before July 1, 1968.

Housing and Urban Development Amendments - Allows 
the FHA to transfer cooperative housing mortgage 
insurance to the mutual fund after removing any 
basis for mortgagee objection by permitting mortgagees 
to (1) use FHA's general insurance fund debentures 
for paying the mortgage insurance premiums on mort- 
gages having been so transferred, and (2) use any 
management fund debentures issued in connection with 
the mortgages transferred to the management fund 
for the payment of general insurance fund premiums.

Adult Health Protection Act ~ Declares that the 
Federal Government has a duty to assist the aged 
and aging adult population of the country in pro- 
tecting, maintaining, and improving their health. 

Provides Federal assistance in the establish- 
ment and operation of regional and community health 
protection centers to provide periodic health 
appraisal and disease detection services, on a 
voluntary basis, to any adult 50 years of age or 
older who lives within the geographic area served 
by the centers. 

Authorizes additional Federal grants to the 
centers for research and for the administration of 
community education programs on preventive health 
care.

Authorizes the conveyance of all right, title,

Extends through August 31, 1966, the initial 
enrollment period for coverage under the program of 
supplementary medical insurance benefits for the 
aged provided under the Social Security Act.

Makes further provision for the retirement of 
the Comptroller General. 


S. 3153. Mr. Dominick and others; March 29, 1966

Protects the rights of employees conscientiously 
opposed to membership in a labor organization by 
allowing such individuals to pay an amount equal to 
union dues to a tax exempt nonreligious charity in 
lieu of joining the union, 


S. 3154, Messrs. Williams of New Jersey and 
Magnuson; March 29, 1966 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Amends the Federal Employees’ Compensation Act 
so as to permit injured employees entitled to receive 
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medical services under such Act to utilize the 
services of chiropractors, 


S. 3155. Mr. Randolph (by request); March 29, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Federal-Aid Highway Act - Authorizes an increase 
of $4.9 billion in the appropriations for the Inter- 
state Highway System, Includes authorizations for 
an additional year until June 30, 1972 and authorizes 
use of the apportionment factor contained in the 
1965 cost estimate of completion in making appropria- 
tions of interstate funds for fiscal years 1968 and 
1969, 

Authorizes appropriations for the Federal-aid 
primary and secondary highway systems and extensions 
thereof within urban areas for fiscal 1968 and 1969, 

Authorizes appropriations for other highways 
in Federal domain areas ‘for fiscal 1968 and 1969, 

Increases the authorization for reconstruction

Smithsonian Institution Federal Executive 
Salary Act - Establishes rates of compensation with- 
in the Smithsonian Institution for the positions of 
Assistant Secretary for Science, Assistant Secretary 
for History and Art, Director, U. S. National Museum, 
and Director, Astrophysical Observatory. 

S. 3230. Messrs. Anderson, Fulbright and Saltonstall; 
April 18, 1966 (Rules and Administration). 


Authorizes the Board of Regents of the Smithso- 
nian Institution to negotiate cooperative agreements 
granting concessions at the National Zoological Park 
to certain nonprofit organizations and to accept 
voluntary services of such organization or of 
individuals. 

S. 3231. Mr. Dirksen; April 18, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides for the method of payment of pension, 
compensation, and retirement pay withheld from a 
veteran during hospitalization in cases where such 
veteran dies while mentally incompetent.

Makes certain proposed expenditures by the City 
of New Haven, Connecticut, eligible as local grants- 
in-aid for purposes of Title 1 of the Housing Act.

S. 3239. Mr. Lausche; April 19, 1966 
(Finance). 


Repeals the provisions of the Social Security Act 
which require that prior to disclosure by Health, 
Education and Welfare to a State Welfare agency of 
the last known address of the parent of a child re- 
quiring welfare assistance such deserting parent must 
be under a court order for support.

Mortgage Credit Act - Provides for stimulating 
the flow of mortgage credit for residential construc-

Provides for accounting at the expiration of 
a rate suspension of an intercoastal water carriers 
rates pursuant to the Intercoastal Shipping Act. 
S. 3546. Mr. Bartlett; June 23, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Permits veterans with a 50 percent or more 
service-connected disability to use commissary stores 
operated for military personnel, 





S. 3547, Mrs. Neuberger and Mr, Morse; June 23, 1966 


(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures of the city of 
Portland, Oregon, eligible as local grants-in-aid 
for purposes of title I of the Housing Act. 


S. 3548. Mr. Anderson; June 23, 1966 
(Atomic Energy). 


Amends the Atomic Energy Act to establish a 
basis for liability for injuries resulting from nu- 
clear incidents and to assure an effective means of 
consolidation of suits resulting therefrom, 

S. 3549, Messrs. Tydings and Kennedy of New York; 
June 23, 1966 (District of Columbia). 


Provides for improved housing facilities in the 
District of Columbia by (1) authorizing court ordered 
rent trusteeships to receive rents and use them to 
effect necessary repairs when a landlord fails 
to respect a final administrative order to remedy 
a housing code violation; (2) discouraging landlord 
retaliation through eviction or increasing the rent

S. 3557. Messrs. Sparkman and Saltonstall; 
June 27, 1966 (Finance). 


Amends the Internal Revenue Code to provide 
that business development corporations may deduct 
additions to their bad debt reserves up to an 
aggregate reserve amount equal to 10 percent of 
loans made by such corporations which would not. be 
made by banks and which are made to promote and 
assist the economy or industry in the region or 
State where such corporation is located,

S. 3570. Mrs, Smith; June 29, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Authorizes an exchange of lands at Acadia 
National Park, Maine, 


S. 3571, Mr. Tower; June 29, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Homeowners Relief Act - Provides authority to 
the Secretary of Defense to acquire properties and 
provide other relief for civilian employees and 
service personnel homeowners of the Department 
whose properties are situated at or near military 
installations which have been ordered closed, 


S, 3574, Mr. Sparkman; June 30, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures by the city of 
Huntsville, Alabama, eligible as local grants-in- 
aid for purposes of title I of the Housing Act,

S. 3576. Mr. Hart (for Mr. Tydings);\ June 30, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Permits a prisoner in a State institution to 
file for a writ of habeas corpus in either the 
Federal district court of the jurisdiction in 
which he is incarcerated (as presently allowed) or 
in the Federal district court located where the 
State trial took place, 


S, 3577. Mr. Kennedy of Massachusetts; 
June 30, 1966 (Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures by Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology eligible as local grants- 
in-aid for the purposes of title I of the Housing 
Act. 


S. 3578, Messrs. Douglas and Gruening; 
June 30, 1966 (Finance). 


Includes prescription drugs among the medical 
expenses with respect to which payment may be made 
under the supplementary medical insurance benefits 
of the Social Security Act (Title XVIII, medicine). 

Provides protection against prohibitive retail 
costs by establishing » schedule of allowances for 
each day based upon ..e cost of the lowest-priced 
generic equivalent plus handling and distribution 
charges. 


S. 3579. Mr. Scott and others; June 30, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Establishes a seven man Judicial Service Com- 
mission to examine the qualifications of prospec- 
tive appointees to the Federal bench md, whenever 
a vacancy occurs, to make recommendations to the 
President for the filling of such vacancy, 

Expresses the sense of Congress that when the 
President appoints an individual to the Federal 
bench who has not been recommended by the Commission, 
he shall furnish the Senate with a statement explain- 
ing why he did not follow the Commission's advice. 


S. 3560, Mr, Montoya and others; June 30, 1966 
(Finance), 


Vietnam Era Veterans' Readjustment Assistance 
Act - Provides additional readjustment assistance 
to veterans who served in the Armed Services during 
the Vietnam era beginning August 5, 1964. Such 
benefits shall include pensions for non-service- 
connected disability, widows and dependents benefits, 
and a presumption of service connected disability 
for an active psychosis occurring within two years 
after discharge or release from active duty.

It compares with an appropriation of $1,170 million 
for fiscal 1966, which included assistance for 
Vietnam - this bill does not include assistance for 
Vietnam). 

Places a limitation of 40 on the number of 
countries which can be furnished grant assistance 
other than training in the United States. 

Revises the existing ceiling of $55 million for 
grants of defense articles for Latin America to re- 
quire that the value of all military grant assist- 
ance (except training), military sales, and transfer 
of ships be counted against the ceiling. Requires 
the President, in considering the furnishing of 
assistance, to take into account the proportion of 
the recipient country's budget devoted to military 
purposes and the country's ability to absorb any 
additional military expenditures necessitated by the 
aid. 
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Prohibits military assistance to any nation 
which fails to take steps to prevent its ships 
from transporting goods to North Vietnam, 

Requires that the sales program be adminis~ 
tered so as to encourage regional arms control 
arrangements and to discourage arms races, 

Requires that quarterly reports on the number 
of military personnel stationed abroad, by country, 
together with estimates of expected changes must be 
furnished to the Committee on Foreign Relations and 
the Speaker of the House. 


S. 3564. Mr. Fulbright; July 7, 1966 
(Foreign Relations). 


Foreign Assistance Act - Provides authoriza- 
tions of $2,351,762,000, plus $1 million in excess 
foreign currencies for foreign economic assistance 
in 1967, (This is a reduction of $117.2 million 
in the administrative request. It compares with 
an appropriation of $2,463 million for fiscal 
1966, ) 

Provides a one-year authorization for all 
assistance programs (the administration requested 
five-year authorizations), 

Places the Congress on record as stating that 
the furnishing of economic or military assistance 
is not to be construed as creating a commitment, 
or as affecting any existing commitment, to use 
United States Armed Forces to defend another 
country. 

Limits the number of countries eligible to 
receive assistance as follows: (1) development 
loans, 10; (2) technical cooperation and develop- 
ment grants, 40; and (3) supporting assistance, 10. 
Provides that the limitations on development loans 
and grants do not apply to Latin America and the 
President may add additional countries to this 
exception if he deems it in the national interest 
and such countries are approved by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. Allows supporting assistance to 
additional countries by a Presidential determina- 
tion of necessity, and the reporting of the action 
to the above committees. 

Raises the minimum interest rate on the second 
stage of development loans (i.e. after 10 years) 
from 2% to 3 percent. 

Emphasizes multilateral assistance by requir- 
ing that 15 percent of the development loan funds 
be used through the World Bank group. Provides 
discretionary authority for use of 15 percent of 
the Alliance for Progress funds through the Inter- 
American Development Bank or the World Bank group. 

Authorizes the use of technical assistance 
funds to assist United States educational and 
research institutions in building up their poten- 
tial to assist developing nations. 

Extends the investment guaranty program and 
Places a new limit on coverage designed to prevent 
unjust enrichment from over-valuation of insured 
assets. 

Earmarks $50 million of the 1965 authorization 
for Latin American housing guarantees for pilot 
and demonstration projects. 

Provides that Alliance for Progress loans can 
be made Only to support national economic plans 
which have been approved by the Inter-American 
Committee for the Alliance for Progress. 
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Provides new authority to encourage regional 
cooperation in economic and social development in 
Southeast Asia. 

Specifically authorizes technical and other 
assistance for control of population growth, and 
makes excess foreign currencies available to re- 
questing nations and private, nonprofit United 
States organizations for conducting voluntary 
family planning programs. 

Grants the President authority to enter into 
agreements for establishing and providing assistance 
to joint commissions on rural reconstruction in 
Asia and Africa. 

Prohibits the procurement of agricultural com- 
modities outside the United States with aid funds 
if the domestic price of the commodity is less 
than parity. 

Prohibits without express approval of Congress 
assistance for construction of any productive enter- 
prise or for a military assistance program totaling 
more than $100. 


S. 3585. Messrs. Metcalf and Curtis; June 30, 1966 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Permits inspection and grading of grain under 
the United States Grain Standards Act to be accom- 
plished on the basis of inspection of samples 
obtained by probe or other mechanical device and 
submitted by or on behalf of the shipper [adds 
to U.S.C. 7:76). 


S. 3566. Mr. Robertson; July 11, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures by the city of 
Portsmouth, Virginia, for a civic center eligible 
as local grants-in-aid for purposes of title I of 
the Housing Act, 

S. 3587. Mr. Lausche; July 11, 1966 
(Labor and Public Welfare), 


National Emergency Labor Disputes Act - Provides 
additional machinery for the settlement of labor 
disputes which imperil the national health or 
safety, principally in transportation industries. 

Authorizes the President to appoint fact- 
finding boards to investigate such labor disputes 
and make recommendations for settlement, Provides 
that the boards shall make written reports to the 
President and make their contents known to the 
public. 

Provides that the recommendations of such 
boards shall be final unless reversed by a District 
Court of competent jurisdiction, 


S. 3589, Mr. Cotton (by request); July 11, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the sale at face value of standard 
silver dollars held by the Treasury to the American 
Cancer Society and the American Heart Association, 


S. 3591. Mr. Magnuson (by request); July 11, 1966 
(Commerce). 


Authorizes the Administrator of the Federal 
Aviation Agency to prescribe and amend standards for 
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the measurement of aircraft noise, to prescribe and 
amend rules ‘and regulations for the contro] and 
abatement of such noise, and to apply such stand- 
ards in the issuance, amendment, modification, or 
revocation of any certificate authorized by the 
Federal Aviation Act [adds to U.S.C. 49:1301]. 


S. 3596. Mr. Miller; July 11, 1966 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that in appointing postmasters and 
rural carriers, the Postmaster General shall select 
the person who is certified to him by the Civil 
Service Commission as having earned the highest 
rating among the applicants examined [amends U.S.C. 
39: 3311]. 


S. 3597, Mr. Javits; July 11, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Entitles the organist and choirmaster, and the 
civilian instructors in foreign languages and 
tactics at the U. S. Military Academy to public 
quarters without charge, when available [amends 
U.S.C. 10:4339]. 


S. 3598. Mr. Carlson and others; July 11, 1966 
(Finance). 


Pollution Abatement Incentive Act - Provides 
an incentive tax credit allowable with respect to 
facilities to control water and air pollution, to 
encourage the construction of such facilities, and 
permits the amortization of the cost of constructing 
such facilities over a period of from one to five 
years [adds U.S.C. 26:41, 183]. 


S. 3599. Mr. Allott; July 11, 1966 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Establishes a joint congressional committee to 
make a continuing study of the programs and opera- 
tions of the Federal Government relating to science 
and technology. 


S. 3601. Mr, Yarborough; July 12, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Provides for the completion of the Senate 
Office Building. 


S. 3602. Messrs. Yarborough and McGovern; 
July 12, 1966 (Public Works). 


Prohibits, without the express approval of 
Congress, any construction which would result in 
altering the proportions, changing the size, or 
modifying the United States Capitol] Building in any 
substantial manner, and establishes a 17 member 
United States Capitol Building Commission to study 
the existing and future needs of the Congress with 
respect to such building. ; 


S. 3606. Messrs. Talmadge and Jordan of North 
Carolina; July 12, 1966 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides emergency loans to first processors of 
agricultural commodities who have suffered sub- 
stantial losses because of the economic impact of 
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commodity programs of the Department of 
Agriculture, 


S. 3608, Messrs. Nelson, Gruening and Hartke; 
July f2, 1966 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Prohibits the sale or shipment for use in the 
United States of the chemical compound known as 
DDT. 


S. 3609. Mr. Morse and Mrs. Neuberger; July 12, 
1966 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Repeals the law which limits inheritance or 
devise of restricted or trust property of deceased 
members of the Yakima Tribes to enrolled members 
of those tribes of one-fourth or more degree of 
Indian blood [repeals U.S.C, 25:607], 


S. 3612. Mrs. Neuberger, Messrs, Kennedy of New 
York and Kennedy of Massachusetts; 
July 13, 1966 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Provides for the issuance of a special United 
States postage stamp in commemoration of those who 
are dedicated to helping retarded children, 


S. 3613, Mr. Bible (by request); July 13, 1966 
(District of Columbia), 


District of Columbia Freeway Airspace Utiliza- 
tion Act - Authorizes the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia to lease airspace in freeway 
rights-of-way within the District of Columbia. 


S. 3614. Mr. Long of Louisiana and others; 
July 13, 1966 (Finance), 


Requires that drugs provided by, or under pro- 
grams receiving Federal financial assistance pursu- 
ant to the Social Security Act (titles I, IV, x, 
XIV, XVI, XVIII and XIX) must be prescribed and 
furnished on a nonproprietary or generic basis, 


S. 3616. Mr. Bayh; July 14, 1966 (Commerce). 


Amends the Uniform Time Act in order to allow 
an option in the adoption of advanced time for each 
portion of a State which is bisected by a time line, 


S. 3617. Mr, Pastore (by request); July 15, 1966 
(Atomic Energy), 


Repeals the requirements of the Atomic Energy 
Act that the President make an annual determination 
of the quantities of special nuclear material to be 
produced by the ABC and the amounts to be available 
for distribution domestically and abroad (considered 
unnecessary since such materials and source materials 
are no longer scarce), 

Provides for implementation with respect to 
EURATOM of the Commission's authority, provided in 
the Private Owners of Special Nuclear Materials Act, 
to contract for toll enrichment services, 

(At present the EURATOM Corporation Act provides 
for the sale or lease of specified quantities of 
special nuclear materials to the Community, and it 
is thought that these terms do not encompass perform- 
ance of toll enrichment services.) 





S. 3618. Mr. Robertson; July 15, 1966 


(Banking and Currency). 


Makes expenditures for public facilities by 
States, municipalities, or other local public bodies 
more fully allowable as local grants-in-aid for pur- 
poses of title I of the Housing Act, by including 
the cost of parks, playgrounds and certain public 
buildings notwithstanding such facilities being a 
direct benefit to areas other than that specific 
urban renewal area, 

S. 3619. Mr. Douglas; July 15, 1966 (Finance). 

Provides for the temporary suspension of tariff 
duty on certain steel cylindrical tanks. 

S. 3620. Mr. Miller; July 15, 1966 (Finance). 

Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to adjust sub- 
sequent payments to eligible persons under the 
Social Security Act to allow for underpayment or 
overpayment, provided such adjustment is equitable 
and is consistent with the purpose of such Act. 

S. 3622. Mr. Moss; July 18, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


R2peals the provisions of the Mineral Leasing 
Act which require separate mineral leases for oil 
sand materials on Federal Lands, and establishes 
instead a single lease for all hydrocarbon deposits 
with the exception of coal, oil shale and helium, 
(Changes the present system of separate leases for 
oil and oil sands on the same tract to a system of 
a single lease for both types.) 

S. 3623. Mr. Kuchel; July 19, 1966 (Finance). 

Provides a new method by which dealers in per- 
sonal property who change from the accrual to the 
installment method of reporting profits for income 
tax purposes are to account for income received in 
the year of change and subsequent years, 

Provides that dealers who change must continue 
to report a percentage of future profits on install- 
ment sales in the tax year under the accrual method, 

Provides that such percentage shall be based on 
the greater of (1) the amount the dealer would have 
included in income under the installment method on 
account of receipts in the year of change on install- 
ment sales in previous years or (2) the average amount 
the dealer would have included in income under such 


circumstances in the two years preceding the year of 
change [amends U.S.C. 26:453(c) ].

Provides for the temporary suspension of tariff 
duty on certain granulated and ground cork and on 
certain natural and composition cork cut or molded 
into rods. 


S. 3625. Mr. Clark and others; July 19, 1966 


(Public Works). 


Provides for designating the dam being con- 
Structed on the Allegheny River, Pennsylvania, as the 
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“Kinzua Dam", and the lake to be formed by such dam 
in Pennsylvania and New York as the "Allegheny 
Reservoir", 

S. 3626. Mr. Tower; July 19, 1966 (Finance). 

Extends to all individuals who become disabled 
prior to attaining age 31 the same requirements for 
disability insurance status under the Social Security 
Act (title II) as are presently provided in the case 
of individuals who become disabled on account of 
blindness prior to attaining such age. 

S. 3627. Messrs. Robertson and Bennett (by request); 
July 19, 1966 (Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the more flexible regulation by the 
Federal Reserve Board, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, and the Federal Home Loan Bank Board of 
maximum rates of interest or dividends payable by 
member banks and financial institutions on deposits 
or share accounts with regard to (1) different rate 
limitations for different classes of deposits, 

(2) deposits of different amounts, (3) deposits with 
different maturities, or (4) deposits subject to 
different conditions regarding withdrawal or repay- 
ment according to the nature or location of the 
institution or their depositors or such other rea- 
sonable basis as the agencies deem desirable in the 
public interest. 

S. 3629, Mr. Ribicoff; July 20, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures by the city of 
Hartford, Connecticut, eligible as local grants-in- 
aid for purposes of title I of the Housing Act. 

S. 3630. Mr. Griffin; July 20, 1966 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Opportunity Crusade Act - Restructures the 
existing programs under the Office of Economic 
Opportunity to provide for greater cooperation 
between the Federal government, the States, and 
private enterprise, Reallocates the responsibility 
for administration of the various programs to the 
Federal departments directly concerned, 

Places increased emphasis on the Headstart 
program and in particular on a program exclusively 
for children aged 3 to 7 from impoverished back- 
grounds, 

Revamps the Job Corps and Neighborhood Youth 
Corps and creates Military Career Centers to equip 
for military service young men from poverty back- 
grounds who cannot meet Selective Service standards. 

Gives tax incentives to employers amounting to 
a 7 percent tax credit for money spent to train and 
employ people with low skills (Human Investment Act). 

Gives private employers an incentive to hire 
untrained young people between the ages of 16 and 22 
by having the Federal government pay one-third of 
their wages while they undergo on-the-job training 
for permanent employment (Industry Youth Corps), 

Expands work experience programs permitting 
welfare recipients to acquire basic education and 
on-the-job training and permits and encourages the 
elderly and retired to earn a more substantial in- 
come without loss of social security benefits.

Labor Court Act - Establishes a Labor Court 
with exclusive jurisdiction of litigation under 
the National Labor Relations Act. 

Makes decisions of the Labor Court subject to 
review by the appropriate Circuit Court of Appeals. 


S. 3632. Mr. Stennis and others; July 21, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Reserve Forces Bill of Rights and Vitalization 
Act - Provides for strengthening Reserve components 
of the Armed Forces by (1) establishing the Office 
of Assistant Secretary of Defense for Reserve 
Affairs to be responsible for the readiness of 
reserve components, (2) establishing in the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense a Reserve Forces Policy 
Board to act through the above named Assistant 
Secretary on reserve matters, (3) authorizing the 
designation of a flag officer in each armed force 
to be directly responsible to the Chief of Staff at 
each service for reserve affairs. 

Sets minimum strength of reserve components and 
makes other provisions for improved training and 
equipment for the reserve forces. 


S. 3634, Mr. McGovern; July 21, 1966 (Commerce). 


Promotes rail-highway safety by requiring 
light-reflecting markings on railroad locomotives 
and cars. 


S. 3636. Mr. Allott and others; July 21, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Mining and Minerals Policy Act - Establishes a 
national mining and minerals policy to promote the 
wise and efficient use of mineral resources, 


S. 3638, Mr. Kennedy of Massachusetts; July 21, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for assistance to nonprofit corpora- 
tions in the provision of specific projects for 
cultural centers under the Housing Act (title II) 
and removes certain restrictions and limitations on 
similar assistance to municipalities, other polit- 
ical subdivisions and instrumentalities of one or 
more States, and Indian tribes. 


S. 3641. Mr. Talmadge; July 22, 1966 (Finance). 
Provides teachers with a tax deduction for 
expenses incurred in pursuing courses for academic 


credit and degrees at institutions of higher educa- 
tion. 
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S. 3646. Mr. Hart and others; July 25, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Abolishes the death penalty under all Federal 
laws, including those in the District of Columbia, 
Puerto Rico and the trust territories, and sub- 
stitutes in lieu thereof a sentence of life imprison- 
ment. Provides that any unexecuted death sentence 
heretofore imposed shall be considered a sentence 
of life imprisonment. 


S. 3647. Mr. Case; July 25, 1966 (Public Works). 


Authorizes modification of the navigation 
project for Newark Bay, Hackensack and Passaic 
Rivers, New Jersey. 

S. 3648. Mrs. Smith; July 25, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
exchange certain property at Acadia National Park 
in Maine with the owner of certain property 
adjacent to the park. 

S. 3649. Mr. Morse and Mrs. Neuberger; July 25, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the disposition of judgment funds 
on deposit to the credit of the Confederated Tribes 
of the Umatilla Indian Reservation, Oregon. 


S. 3650. Mr. Long of Louisiana; July 25, 1966 
(Finance). 


Denies a tax deduction as an ordinary business 
expense for two-thirds of the amounts paid in satis- 
faction of treble damage claims for anti-trust 
violations under the Clayton Act. Limits such 
denial to cases where there has been.a sharply 
defined violation of the anti-trust laws, as evi- 
denced by the imposition of criminal sanctions 
against officers of the company. Limits the denial 
to two-thirds of the total, on the grounds that the 
first third is merely actual damages, or a restora- 
tion of the amount already owing to the other party, 
and provides that such denial shall apply to judg- 
ments or settlements. Provides that a deduction 
shall be denied for any amount (1) paid as bribes or

S. 3652. Mr. Tydings; July 26, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes a limited experimental program of 
insurance for mortgages executed by nonprofit organ- 
izations to finance the purchase and rehabilitation 





of deteriorating or substandard housing for subse- 
quent sale to low-income purchasers. (Designed to 
provide low interest mortgages for the purchase of 
substandard housing to be rehabilitated and subse- 
quently resold to low income families). 


S$. 3653. Mr. Long of Missouri; July 26, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain expenditures of the city of 
Kansas City, Missouri, or the county of Jackson 
County, Missouri, eligible as local grants-in-aid 
for the purposes of title I of the Housing Act. 
S. 3654. Mr. Magnuson, Mrs. Neuberger, and 
Mr. Kennedy of New York; July 27, 1966 
(Commerce). 


Provides for strengthening the Federal Ciga- 
rette Labeling and Advertising Act by requiring the 
disclosure of the tar and nicotine content of main- 
stream smoke (smoke that will enter the smoker's 
mouth) and authorizes a continuing program for 
isolating and disclosing other harmful agents in 
cigarette smoke. 


S. 3655, Mr. Nelson; July 27, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Channel Islands National Park, 
in the State of California. 


S. 3657. Mr. Yarborough; July 27, 1966 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Amends the provisions of existing law, which 
authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to file a 
complaint with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
with respect to discrimination in rates, tariffs 
and practices in the transportation of farm products, 
to require the Secretary to file such complaint upon 
the written request of twenty or more persons, 
unless he finds such request to be without merit. 


S. 3659. Mr. Long of Louisiana; July 27, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the Corps of Engineers to conduct a 
study for an intracoastal canal to carry deep sea 
navigation across coastal Louisiana. 


S. 3661. Mr. Kennedy of New York and others; 
July 28, 1966 (Finance). 


Social Security Amendments - Amends title II of 
the Social Security Act to (1) increase retirement 
benefits effective January 1, 1968, by an average of 
approximately 50 percent; (2) raise the minimum 
monthly benefit from the present $44 to $90, effec- 
tive January 1, 1968; (3) raise widow's benefits from 
the present level of 82% percent to 100 percent of 
the deceased husband's benefits; (4) provide a cost 
of living increase in benefits of 1 percent based on 
each 1 percent rise in the consumer price index; and 
(5) provide an alternative method of computing bene- 
fits based on a person's average monthly earnings 
during his ten highest consecutive years of work 
(presently based on the average monthly wage through- 
out his working lifetime, less a few of the worst 
years). 
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Provides for increasing the payroll tax from 
its present level of 3.85 percent (exclusive of 
Medicare) to 5 percent each on the employer and the 
employee in a series of step increases.

1977 the social security system will be financed 
about 35 percent out of general revenues).

Establishes a price support level for milk used 
for manufacturing purposes of not less than $4 per 
hundredweight. 


S. 3663. Mr. Bayh; July 28, 1966 (Public Works). 


Provides for the construction by the Chief of 
Engineers, United States Army, of a vehicular tunnel 
under Indiana Harbor Canal, in the vicinity of Canal 
Street, city of East Chicago, Indiana. 


S. 3665. Mr. Ribicoff; July 28, 1960 (Finance). 


Exempts from income tax interest on obligations 
issued by colleges and universities. 


S. 3666. Mr. Carlson; July 286, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Permits the city of Kansas City, Kansas, to 
count expenditures made for recently constructed 
board of education's library building and board of 
public utilities building as local noncash grants- 
in-aid toward the Kansas City, Kansas, urban re- 
newal project. 


S. 3667. Mr. Carlson; July 28, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Permits the city of Wichita, Kansas, to count 
expenditures made for its current civic cultural 
center as local noncash grants-in-aid toward the 
Nichita urban renewal project. 


S. 3668. Mr. Scott; July 26, 1966 (Judiciary). 


Grants United States citizenship at birth to 
any child born abroad whose father or mother is a 
citizen of the United States who has served abroad 
for certain periods of time with a church or 
missionary organization. 


S. 3669. Mr. Murphy; July 28, 1966 (Finance). 


Amends section 175 of the Internal Revenue Code 
so as to permit farmers to elect whether they wish 
to treat expenditures for installation of tile 
drains as annual expenses or.to depreciate such 
work. 
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S. 3670. Mr. Burdick (by request); July 28, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Permits the free entry of citizens of the 
Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands into the 
United States. 


S. 3671. Mr. Tower; July 28, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for an investigation and study of the 
feasibility of diverting water from the Missouri and 
Columbia Rivers to the western part of the State of 
Texas. 


S. 3672. Messrs. Mundt and McGovern; July 28, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Gives certain Indian tribes in South Dakota the 
right to cut hay on lands, adjacent to the Big Bend 
and Oahe reservoirs, on which such tribes are now 
permitted to graze stock. 


S. 3673. Mr. Brewster; July 29, 1966 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Wage Board Rate Determination and Adjustment 
Act - Provides for establishing in the Federal 
Government and the District of Columbia a uniform 
system of determining and adjusting the rates of 
basic compensation of employees in (1) recognized 
trades and crafts, (2) other skilled mechanical 
crafts, (3) unskilled, semi-skilled or skilled 
manual-labor occupations, and (4) other employees 
including foremen and supervisors in positions 
having trade, craft or labor experience requirements. 

Provides for government-wide uniformity in 
position classification standards and rates of pay 
authorized for specific positions where the same 
class of work is being performed. Reduces the 
number of wage board survey areas and provides for 
extending survey areas to include major metropolitan 
areas when necessary to insure adequate coverage for 
comparable work. 

Provides equal representation to the various 
employee organizations in the development and admin- 
istration of the wage board program. 

Provides a uniform night differential of 10 per- 
cent above the day rate for wage board personnel. 


S. 3675. Mr. Carlson; August 1, 1966 
(Foreign Relations). 


Amends title V of the International Claims 
Settlement Act to provide for the determination of 
the amounts of claims of nationals of the United 
States against the Chinese Communist regime in a 
manner similar to that now provided for determining 
claims against the Government of Cuba. 


S. 3676. Messrs. Jackson, Bible and Kuchel; 
August 1, 1966 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Establishes the National Park Foundation. 


S. 3677. Mr. Carlson; August 1, 1966 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for the issuance of a special postage 
stamp commemorating the centennial of the birth of 
Laura Ingalls Wilder. 


S. 3678. Mr. Javits and others; August 1, 1966 
(Finance). 


Eliminates from the Social Security Act provi- 
sions which deny hospital insurance benefits to 
certain individuals otherwise eligible therefor 
because of their membership in certain subversive 
Organizations or their prior conviction of crimes 
involving subversive activities. 


S. 3679. Mr. Hartke; August 1, 1966 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Establishes minimum grade rates for newly ap- 
pointed deputy United States marshals and sets 
guidelines for their subsequent promotions. 


S. 3680. Mr. Dirksen; August 2, 1966 
(Government Operations). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans‘ 
Affairs to convey certain property to the Danville 
Junior College, Danville, Illinois. 


S. 3681. Mr. McClellan (by request); August 2, 
1966 (Judiciary). 


Unfair Competition Act - Amends the Lanham 
Trademark Act (60 Stat. 427) which provides for the 
registration and protection of trademarks used in 
commerce to include protection for other torts com- 
monly recognized as part of the law of unfair compe- 
tition, and to carry out the provisions of certain 
international conventions. 

S. 3682. Messrs. Mondale and Harris; August 2, 
1966 (Finance). 


Amends title II of the Social Security Act to 
provide that the amount owed to a deceased benefi- 
ciary at the time of his death, if less than $1,000, 
may be paid in the following order of priority: 

(1) to the surviving spouse; (2) to the surviving 
children, equally; (3) to the legal representative 
if one is appointed within 3 months of the dece- 
dent's death; and (4) to persons entitled under 
State law to inherit personal property.

S. 3687, 







Provides for the more flexible regulation of 
maximum rates of interest or dividends payable by 
banks and certain other financial institutions on 
deposits or share accounts, Authorizes higher 
reserve requirements on time deposits at member 
banks, and authorizes open market operations in 
agency issues by the Federal Reserve banks.

Provides for stimulating the flow of mortgage 
credit for Federal Housing Administration and Vet- 
erans' Administration assisted residential construc- 
tion by allowing the purchase or sale of such 
mortgages under $15,000.

S. 3689. 







Provides that any person acquitted of a Federal

mentally ill in a dangerous way.

S. 3695. 


Small Business Investment Act Amendments - 
Provides for strengthening the regulatory provisions 
of the Act by (1) providing that each small business 
concern receiving financial assistance from an SBIC 
shall, where the Administrator finds it necessary or 
appropriate, be subject to examinations made by 
direction of SBA; (2) authorizing SBA to take admin- 
istrative action, subject to requirements of the 
Administrative Procedure Act and of judicial review, 
to revoke, as well as suspend, the license of an 
SBIC for falsehoods or misleading assertions know- 
ingly included in any statement required by the 
Administration; or for willful or repeated failure 
to observe any provision of the Act or of any rule 
or regulation issued pursuant thereto; or for viola- 
tion of any cease-and-desist order issued by SBA;

participation by such a person; (5) providing that 
wherever an SBIC violates any provision of the Act or 
regulations, such violation shall be deemed to be 
also a violation on the part of any person, including 
the officers and directors of such licensee, who 
participates in such violation; (6) making it unlaw- 
ful for any participant in the management of an SBIC 
to engage in any act or practice in breach of fidu- 
ciary duty, if as a result thereof, the SBIC has 
suffered or is in imminent danger of suffering 
financial loss or other damage; (7) providing that, 
except with the written consent of the Administration, 
no person may take office in or participate in the 
management of an SBIC who has been convicted of a 
felony, or convicted or found civilly liable for 

fraud or other dishonesty (also provides that persons 
hereafter so convicted or found civilly liable could 
not, without consent of the Administration, continue 
to serve or participate in the management of an SBIC);

(Banking and Currency). 


Demonstration Cities and Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Act - Title I, Comprehensive City Demonstra- 
tion Programs - Provides for Federal assistance to 
enable cities to: (1) rebuild urbaa slum areas; 

(2) provide public facilities to improve the quality 
of life in such areas; and (3) participate in and 
coordinate other activities aided under the existing 
Federal programs in connection with such “demonstra- 
tion" programs. 

Provides for grants to be made by the Secretary 
of Housing and Urban Development, after approval of 
a locally prepared comprehensive city demonstration 
program, amounting to: (1) 80 percent of the cost of 
planning and developing such a program; (2) 80 per- 
cent of the cost of administering such a program; 
(3) 100 percent of the cost of relocations necessi-

attempts to obtain participation in any function 
or activity not related to official duties; (4) 
attempts to forbid the patronizing of any business 
establishment offering goods and services to the 
public; (5) attempts to obtain information by in- 
terrogation or examination or by psychological or 
polygraph test concerning relationships with persons 
related by blood or marriage, or concerning religious 
beliefs or practices, or concerning sexual attitudes 
or experiences; (6) attempts to obtain support for 
any candidate, program or policy of any political 
party by personal endeavor or financial contribution; 
(7) attempts to coerce investment in bonds, etc., 
or to make donations of any kind (authorized use of 
appropriate publicity for such things as bond drives 
is not prohibited); (8) attempts to obtain financial 
disclosure of the assets or liabilities of an employee 
or any member of his family (requiring financial 
disclosure of employees with tax and contract 
determination duties is not prohibited); (9) denial 
of the right to counsel upon request of employees 
under investigation for misconduct in interrogation 
which would lead to disciplinary action, and (10) 
discharge, discipline or denial of promotion to an 
employee for failure to submit to any procedure 
made unlawful by this Act. 

Provides criminal sanctions against willful 
violation of this Act by making such violation a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $500 and/or 
imprisonment of six months, 

Grants jurisdiction to the district courts to 
entertain civil suits on behalf of an aggrieved 
party or class and to grant appropriate remedies.

(Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to release 
certain use restrictions on a tract of land in the 
State of North Carolina (formerly part of Camp 
Butner Military Reservation) in order that such land 
may be used in connection with a proposed water 
supply lake. 

S. 3781. Mr. Mondale; August 29, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the disposition of funds appro- 
priated to pay judgments in favor of the Mississippi 
Band and Pillager and Lake Winnibigoshish Bands of 
Chippewa Indians. 

S. 3783. Messrs. Long of Missouri, Hart, and 
Kennedy of New York; August 30, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Ombudsman Act - Establishes 
the office of Ombudsman for the District of Columbia 
to be filled by a skilled and respected attorney 
appointed by the President, 

Grants jurisdiction to such Ombudsman to investi- 
gate any complaints by residents of the District of 
Columbia relating to action or inaction of any agency 
of the District of Columbia government. Provides 
such Ombudsman with authority to hold private 
hearings with the complaining parties and agency 
officials, make inquiries and inspections, and sub- 
peona witnesses. 

Directs the Ombudsman to make the findings of 
his investigations known to the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia, to the District Committees 
of Congress, and to the public together with his 
opinions and recommendations, (The Ombudsman will 
not have power to correct the situation himself, nor 
will he have jurisdiction over complaints relating 
to action or inaction of any Federal entity, multi- 
state government compact, or of the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia). 

S. 3784, Mr. Eastland and others; August 30, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Redefines eligibility requirements for member- 
ship in the American Legion to allow those who 
served between August 5, 1964, and the end of the 
present hostilities to become members [amends U.S.C. 
36:43, 45]. 

S. 3785. Mr. Magnuson; August 30, 1966 
(Commerce). 


Electric Vehicle Development Act - Based on a 
finding by Congress that combustion-powered vehicles 
contribute to air pollution, urban congestion, noise 
and environmental discomforts, provides for a program 
of research, development, and demonstration of 
electrically powered vehicles. 

S. 3786. Mr. Anderson; August 30, 1966 
(Commerce). 


Amends the Communications Act to require that 
the public interest of the areas to be served be the 
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sole consideration in the allocation of radio facili- 
ties pursuant to such Act [amends U.S.C. 47:307]. 


S. 3788. Mr. Russell of Georgia; August 31, 1966 


(Armed Services), 


Provides for the conveyance of a portion of the 
property of Hunter Air Force Base to or on behalf 
of the city of Savannah and Chatham County, Georgia. 
S. 3791. Mr. Magnuson (by request); August 31, 1966 
(Commerce) . 


Provides for clarifying the authority of the 
Department of Commerce through its National Bureau 
of Standards in promoting and supporting repre- 
sentation of United States interests in voluntary 
international commercial standards activities, and 
establishes a clearinghouse for commercial and 
procurement standards. 

S. 3793. Mr. Kuchel; September 1, 1966 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
reimburse part of fishery permit fees paid to 
foreign countries by fishermen for their activities 
in “traditional fishery" of the United States (up 
to 12 miles from the affected foreign country with 
provisions for adjusting such boundaries). 

Provides that the funds for such reimbursement 
shall be obtained by deferring 10 percent of the 
gross receipts of custom duties collected on fish 
and fish products entering the United States. 

S. 3794. Messrs. Javits, Kennedy of New York and 
Nelson; September 1, 1966 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Amends the National Labor Relations Act to 
give to employers and performers in the performing 
arts the right to sign prehire agreements which may 
become effective before a representative number of 
employees has been hired, and including in such 
agreements union shop provisions effective after 7 
days of employment (designed to give members of the 
performing arts industry rights similar to those 
enjoyed by members of the construction industry 
which allow the contractor to know his cost in advance 
and permits the union to feel secure). 
S. 3795. Mr. Morse (by request); September 1, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Retail Installment Sales 
Act - Provides for the regulation in the District 
of Columbia of retail installment sales of consumer 
goods (other than motor vehicles) and services 
principally by enabling the Commissioners to make 
regulations requiring sellers under retail installment 
contracts to make full disclosure to the buyers of 
all the terms of any such contract, 
S. 3797. Mr. Mondale; September 1, 1966 
(Finance), 


Permits payment under Social Security health 
insurance provisions (Medicare) of an individual's 
cost of transportation to and from a hospital or 
rehabilitation center to receive treatment from a 
therapist [amends U.S.C. 42:1395x(m)(7)]. 





S. 3798. Mr. Tydings and others; September 1, 1966 


(Public Works). 


Provides for appraisal investigation and study 
of the coasts of the United States and the shore- 
lines of the Great Lakes in order to determine areas 
where erosion represents a serious problem. 

S, 3799. Messrs. Allott and Dominick (by request); 
September 1, 1966 (Rules and Administration), 


Establishes procedures for the conduct of con- 
gressional investigating committees so as to allow 
any person defamed by testimony or other evidence 
presented to rebut such defaming testimony or evi- 
dence and have that rebuttal become part of the com- 
mittees official record, Provides further protection 
for persons so defamed by restricting access to com- 
mittee files, 

S. 3800. Mr. Curtis; September 1, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Entitles members of the uniformed services to 
reimbursement for expenses incurred in traveling 
home under emergency leave or prior to shipment 
outside the United States. 

S. 3801. Mr. Anderson; September 6, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides for Federal assistance to the States 
for the purpose of aiding the formation of compre- 
hensive plans for the expenditure of depreciation 
allowances paid to participating health-care 
facilities under titles XVIII and XIX of the Social 
Security Act. 

Provides that the Congress shall appropriate 
for each fiscal year such sums necessary for payment 
to the States of such additional costs of administra- 
tion as may result from this act which have submitted 
plans approved by the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. 

Requires State plans to provide for: (1) plan- 
ning on a statewide basis for the health-care 
facility needs of the residents thereof; (2) finan- 
cial participation by the States toward the cost of 
administration; (3) designation of a State agency 
to administer the plan; (4) enforcement of standards 
of administration found by the Secretary necessary 
to proper operation of the plan; (5) assist facilities 
in planning future capital expenditures; (6) the 
making of periodic reports to the Secretary to make 
certain that States are carrying out their plan in a 
correct and proper manner; (7) where more than one 
health facility in the same ownership or control of 
the same person or persons, such person or persons 
with the approval of the State agency and Secretary 
elect to treat some or all of the health-care 
facilities of such person or persons as one facility. 

Directs the Secretary, beginning with the 
quarter commencing July 1, 1968 to pay each State 
an amount equal to 75 percent of the sum expended 
as found necessary for proper administration of the 
program. 

Permits the Secretary, after reasonable notice 
and opportunity for hearing to notify that future 
payments will be denied if such State plans have 
been changed or do not comply with the provisions 
of this Act, 


S. 3809 


Permits the Secretary to issue regulations 
relative to utilization of amounts attributable to 
depreciation and provides that for failure to 
utilize such amounts in accordance with such regula- 
tions, a health-care facility may be denied payments 
of such amounts in the future, in whole or in part, 
or have such amounts withheld, depending on the nature 
and significance of the violation of such regulations 
by such facility. 

S. 3802, Mr. Case; September 6, 1966 (Finance). 

Provides for the duty free entry of a scale 
model of a variable pressure water channel for the 
use of the Stevens Institute of Technology. 

S. 3803. Mr. Tower; September 6, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Provides for the deferment of police officers 
of States, and subdivisions thereof, from training 
and service under the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act [amends U.S.C. 50 App.: 456(f)). 

S. 3804, Mr. Dominick; September 7, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides that payments of not to exceed $10,000 
made under private insurance policies shall be ex- 
cluded from annual income computations in determining 
eligibility for pension [amends U.S.C, 38:503(4) ]. 


S. 3805. Mr. Dominick; September 7, 1966 


(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Authorizes the payment of educational assistance 
allowances under chapter 34 of title 38, United States 
Code, to eligible veterans who began a summer course 
of education before June 1, 1966, but finished before 
June 30, 1966 [amends Public Law 89-358]. 

S. 3807. Mr. Pastore (by request); September 7, 1966 
(Atomic Energy). 


Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to enter 
into a cooperative arrangement for a large-scale 
combination nuclear power-desalting project, and 
appropriations therefor, in accordance with section 
261 of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, as amended 
[amends Public Law 89-428]. 

S. 3808. Mr. Pastore (by request); September 7, 
1966 (Atomic Energy). 


Permits the sale or lease under the EURATOM 
Cooperation Act of 1958 of 1500 kilograms of 
plutonium (now 500) [amends U.S.C. 42:2294]. 

S. 3809. Mr. Jordan of North Carolina (by request); 
September 7, 1966 (Rules and Administration). 


Authorizes the Public Printer to print for and 
deliver to the General Services Administration an 
additional copy of Congressional Documents, etc., so 
as to include a copy for the use of the Presidential 
Library established for the President during whose 
term or terms the documents were issued.

S. 3810. Mr. Inouye; September 7, 1966 


(Commerce) . 


Authorizes the Administrator of the Federal 
Aviation Agency to establish and maintain a Civilian 
Aviation Academy for the instruction and preparation 
of selected persons for the aviation service of the 
United States. Provides that applicants should be 
men and women between the ages of 17 and 25 and that 
appointment shall be made on the basis of competitive 
examination. Provides that cadets at the Academy 
shall receive pay and allowances comparable to that 
received by cadets at the United States Merchant 
Marine Academy.

(Commerce). 


Permits for a three-year period the use of the 
two foreign-built vessels between points in the 
State of Hawaii. 


S. 3812. Mr. Eastland; September 7, 1966 


(Judiciary). 


Repeals title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 (Nondiscrimination in Federally Assisted 
Programs) [repeals U.S.C. 42:2000d-2000d-4 }. 


S. 3813. Mr. Dirksen; September 7, 1966 


(Finance). 


Provides for the duty free entry of an ionosonde 
for the use of the University of Illinois. 
S. 3814. Mr. Kennedy of Massachusetts; September 7, 
1966 (Public Works). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to con- 
duct a conservation and development study of the 
Charles River Basin and the surrounding land in 
Massachusetts. 


S$. 3815. Messrs. Tydings and Long of Missouri; 


September 9, 1966 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the Chief Justice of the United 
States to appoint a judicial panel of 7 circuit 
and district judges as a panel on multidistrict 
litigation. Gives the panel the power to transfer 
cases having a common issue of fact to a single 
district for the purpose of pretrial proceedings. 
After the pretrial stage of litigation is completed, 
the cases would then be remanded to the district 
courts where initially filed for any additional 
pretrial proceedings that were not necessary in 
the consolidated phase of the operation, and, 
finally, for trial. 

Provides that nothing in this section shall 
apply to any action in which the United States is

Interstate Taxation Act - Sets forth procedures 


for the taxation by individual States of corporations 
involved in interstate commerce. Establishes 
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formulas for the collection of income, capital stock, 
sales or use, and gross receipts taxes based on the 
relationship between a corporation's property owned 
and payroll in the taxing State to its total property 
and payroll. 

Sets forth other rules and requirements for the 
coordination and cooperation of the States for the 
taxation of such corporations. 

S. 3817. Messrs. Long of Louisiana and Dirksen; 
September 9, 1966 (Judiciary). 


Exempts the organized professional sports of 
football, baseball, basketball, and hockey from the 
application of the antitrust laws. 

Limits the exemption for professional football 
by providing that it does not apply when the tele- 
casting of a professional football game interferes 
with the telecasting of any intercollegiate or 
interscholastic football contest played after 
6 o'clock Friday or on Saturday. 

S. 3818. Mr. Long of Louisiana; September 9, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Amends the authorization for the Ouachita 
Basin project at Monroe, Louisiana. 
S. 3819, Mr. Yarborough; September 9, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Provides for the continued payment of an annuity 
under such chapter to a spouse who remarries after 
age sixty, and to permit the restoration of such an 
annuity to a spouse whose remarriage is dissolved 
before age sixty by death, annulment, or divorce 
[amends U.S.C. 10:1434(a)(1)]. 

S. 38622. Mr. McGee; September 13, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
consider a petition for reinstatement of an oil and 
gas lease (Wyoming 0280122) upon the petition of 
Mountain Fuel Supply Co. 

S. 3823. Mr. Kuchel and others; September 13, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the participation of the Department 
of the Interior in the construction and operation of 
a large prototype desalting plant in Southern 
California. 
S. 3825. Mr. Hart; September 13, 1966 (Judiciary). 

Provides that committing acts dangerous to per- 
sons on board trains shall be a Federal criminal 
offense. Provides a penalty of $1000 or up to 10 
years imprisonment or both for violation [adds 
U.S.C. 18:1993)}. 

S. 3627. Mr. Fulbright (by request); September 13, 
1966 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the appropriation of $17,316 as the 
annual contribution by the United States for the sup- 
port of the International Bureau for the Publication 
of Customs Tariffs (now $8,658). 





Mr. Anderson; September 14, 1966 
(Atomic Energy). 


S. 3830. 


Establishes a basis for liability under the 
Atomic Energy Act for injuries or damages received 
resulting from an extraordinary nuclear occurrence. 
Provides that any determination by the Atomic Energy 
Commission that an event has, or has not, occurred 
shall be final and conclusive, and no other official 
or any court shall have power or jurisdiction to 
review any such determination, Requires the Commis- 
sion to establish criteria in writing setting forth 
the basis upon which such determination shall be 
made. 

Authorizes the Commission to enter into agree- 
ments with other indemnitors to establish coordinated 
procedures for the prompt handling, investigation, 
and settlement of claims for public liability. 

Gives the United States district court in the 
district where the extraordinary nuclear occurrence 
takes place jurisdiction in such cases without re- 
gard to the citizenship of any party or the amount 
in controversy. 

S. 3831. Messrs. Harris and Monroney; September 14, 
1966 (Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Permits negotiation of a modification to a 
contract for sale of certain real property by the 
United States to the city of Lawton, Oklahoma, 

S, 3632. Mr. Pearson; September 14, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides that the special rule for determining 
the acquisition price of property under the Housing 
Act of 1949 damaged by subsidence of coal mines 
shall extend also to property damaged by subsidence 
of other mines, 

S. 3633. Mr. Nelson and others; September 14, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


National Lakes Preservation Act - Establishes 
a National Lake Areas System composed of both Federal 
and State political divisions, Directs the Secretary 
of the Interior to conduct a nationwide study of lake 
areas for the purposes of identifying areas which 
should, in the national interest be included in the 
System. Directs the Secretary to consider among 
other things, all the resource and scenic values of 
such areas, their economic and recreational potential, 
their ecology, navigation, flood and erosion control, 
the present and future urban, agricultural, and 
industrial effects on such areas, Directs the Sec- 
retary to submit recommendations to the President 
from time to time and directs the President to submit 
to the Congress such recommendations together with 
his recommendations with respect thereto. 

Directs the Secretary of the Interior to estab- 
lish advisory committees to aid in each lake area 
proposed to be included in the System, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Interior to acquire 
lands and water or interests therein within any 
Federal lake area authorized by Congress. Authorizes 
the issuance of regulations governing the public use 
of Federal lake areas. Provides penalties for viola- 
tions thereof, Defines State jurisdiction thereof 
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and authorizes necessary appropriations for 3 fiscal 
years, 

Permits Federal aid in lake and lake areas 
research and authorizes necessary appropriations 
for such research and the administration of this 
Act. 


S. 3834. Messrs, Allott and Dominick; September 14. 


1966 (Armed Services). 


Provides for price adjustments in contracts 
for the procurement of milk by the Department of 
Defense [adds U, S. C, 10:2390]. 


S. 33838. Mr. Griffin; September 19, 1966 


(Finance). 


Exempts servicemen from the excise tax on 
transportation by air [amends U, S. C, 26:4263). 


S. 3839. Mr. Metcalf; September 19, 1966 


(Armed Services). 


Clarifies the intent of Congress with respect 
to the procurement of communication and power services 
necessary for the estahlishment and development of 
land-based air warning and control installations and 
facilities [amends U. S. C. 50:491], 
S. 3840. Mr. Curtis; September 20, 1966 
(Finance). 


Allows teachers to deduct from gross income for 
tax purposes the expenses incurred in pursuing 
courses for academic credit and degrees at institu- 
tions of higher education, including travel expenses. 


S. 3842. Mr, Tydings; September 20, 1966 


(District of Columbia). 


Provides that uninsured motorist coverage 
endorsements required to be included in automobile 
insurance policies by section 4 of the District of 
Columbia Motor Vehicle Unsatisfied Judgment Fund 
Act (H, R, 9918 of the 89th Congress) may be rejected 
by the owners of insured vehicles. 

S. 3843. Mr. Tydings; September 20, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


Extends the protection of the District of 
Columbia Motor Vehicle Unsatisfied Judgment Fund 
Act (H, R, 9918 of the 89th Congress) to (1) residents 
of the District of Columbia whose cars, under District 
of Columbia law, are legally registered elsewhere, 
(2) out-of-state pedestrians injured by insolvent, 
uninsured motorists having cars registered in the 
District, and (3) citizens of any State which pro- 
vides reciprocity for District of Columbia residents 
insured in that State, 
S. 3845. Mr. Ribicoff; September 21, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes a certain land donation and certain site 
clearance work by the city of Hartford, Connecticut, 
eligible as local grants-in-aid for purposes of 
title I of the Housing Act, 
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S. 3846. 


Mr. Ribicoff; Sentember 21, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes certain noncash grants-in-aid by the city 
or Hartford, Connecticut eligible as local credit 
for purposes of title I of the Housing Act. 

S. 3647. Mr. Fulbright (by request); September 21, 
1966 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes security officers and other officers 
of the Department of State and the Foreign Service 
as designated by the Secretary to administer oaths 
in the performance of their official duties (designed 
to bring within the perjury provisions of 18 U.S.C. 
1621 cases involving (1) violations of passport, 
visa or munition laws or regulations, and (2) deroga- 
tory allegations of a security nature made or 
reported concerning employees or applicants for 
employment at the Department of State). 
S. 3648. Mr. Monroney; September 21, 1966 
(Special Committee on the Reorganization 
of Congress). 


Legislative Reorganization Act of 1966. 

Title I - Committee System. Makes numerous amend- 
ments relating to committee procedure, seniority, 
voting, reporting, hearings, expenditures, printing, 
and personnel. Principle changes would: (1) require 
public disclosure of roll call votes; (2) prohibit 
votes by proxy; (3) provide two weeks notice for 
hearings; (4) provide new minority rights; (5) pro- 
vide new rules relating to meeting of committees 
during sessions of either House; (6) create an ad- 
ditional position of Review Specialist for each 
standing committee; (7) require annual reports from 
each standing committee; (8) require conference 
reports be printed in each House; (9) redesignate 
names of various committees in each House; (10) amend 
the Rules of each House relating to membership of 
major and minor committees; (11) revise the juris- 
diction of various committees in both Houses; and 
(12) permit the calling of a committee meeting by a 
majority of the members. 

Title II - Fiscal Controls. Directs the Comp- 
troller General, the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget to develop, 
establish, and maintain a standardized information 
and data processing system for budgetary and fiscal 
data which will be used by all Federal agencies. 
Directs the Comptroller to provide information to 
the Congress on the location and nature of data 
available in the various Federal agencies with re- 
spect to programs, activities, receipts, and expendi- 
tures of such agencies. Requires such information 
to be furnished on request of any Member or committee 
or joint committee. Permits the assignment of finan- 
cial experts of GAO to assist congressional committees 
in this field. Provides for additional employees in 
GAO to carryout provisions of this Act. 

Provides for supplemental budget information 
from the President. Requires public hearings on the 
budget within 30 days after its transmittal. Directs 
reviews of the budget specifically directed to the 
examination and review of multiagency programs. 
Requires yea and nay votes on final passage of ap- 
propriation bills (excludes conference reports). 


Requires cost estimates to be made in reports 
on bills by legislative committees of either House. 

Title III - Sources of Information, Increases 
from 4 to 6 the number of permanent professional 
staff members of standing committees. Permits the 
minority to appoint at least 2 of the 6 members. 
Makes provisions for increasing committee staffs on 
a temporary basis under certain conditions. Also 
makes changes in rates of compensation to committee 
staffs. 

Makes various changes relating to the office 
staffs and allowances of Members of Congress. 

Redesignates the Legislative Reference Service 
as the Legislative Research Service. States as con- 
gressional policy that the Legislative Research 
Service be directly responsive to, and responsible 
to, the Congress. Provides that the Librarian of 
Congress shall appoint the Director of the Legisla- 
tive Research Service with the approval, in advance 
of the appointment by the Joint Committee of Congress 
on the Library, by record vote of the majority of 
the Joint Committee, Makes certain changes relating 
to the personnel of the Service and broadens its 
duties. Among such duties is a new category which 
provides that upon request made by any Committee or 
Member of the Congress, the Service shall prepare a 
concise memorandum with respect to legislative meas- 
ures upon which hearings by any committee have been 
announced, Directs that such memorandum contain a 
statement of purpose and effect of each such measure, 
a description of other relevant measures of similar 
purpose or effect previously introduced in the Con- 
gress, and a recitation of all prior action. Specifi- 
cally requires that all such duties shall be per- 
formed without partisan bias. Requires a report from 
the Service in detail of all phases of activity of 
the Service. 

Provides for the appointment of a Review 
Specialist as head of the Staff of Joint Committee 
on the Library to assist in the establishment of a 
systematic review and evaluation of the operation of 
the Legislative Research Service. Abolishes the 
Office of Coordinator of Information and requires its 
functions to be performed by the Legislative Research 
Service. 

Title IV - Congress As An Institution, Estab- 
lishes a Joint Committee on Congressional Operations, 
Provides for the membership, jurisdiction, and staff 
of such committee. Abolishes the Joint Committee on 
Disposition of Executive Papers and transfers its 
functions to the new committee, Creates the Office 
of Personnel and Office Management of the Congress 
under the jurisdiction of the committee. Provides 
for the formulation of a conversion of the Capitol 
Police into a professional force. Makes changes 
relating to the service of Senate and House Pages. 

Provides that the Senate and House shall adjourn 
not later than July 31 of-each year either sine die 
or to a date subsequent to August 31 of that year. 
Provides that postmasters be appointed in accordance 
with civil service rules. Makes numerous revisions 
relating to the compensation, standards and place- 
ment of employees of the Congress. 

Title V - Regulation of Lobbying. Revises cer- 
tain provisions relating to Federal Regulation of 
Lobbying Act relating to contribution and expendi- 
tures, fees, broadcasting and preservation of records. 

Title VI - Effective Date. Makes the effective 
date of the Act as January 1, 1967. 
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Ss. 3650. Mr. Griffin; September 21, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides that a fully insured individual under 
the Social Security Act may elect to have any employ- 
ment or self-employment performed by him after at- 
taining age 65 excluded (for both tax and benefit 
purposes) from coverage under the Old-Age, Survivors, 
and Disability Insurance System. 


S. 3851. Mr. Griffin; September 21, 1966 
(Finance). 


Increases from $1,500 to $3,000 per year the 
amount of earnings recipients of monthly benefits 
under title II of the Social Security Act may 
receive without suffering deductions in such bene- 
fits on account of earnings. 

S. 3852. Mr. Griffin; September 21, 1966 
(Finance). 


Broadens eligibility requirements under the 
insurance provisions of the Social Security Act so 
as to entitle totally or permanently disabled widows 
to such benefits prior to attainment of age 62 and 
notwithstanding the absence of a child in care 
{amends U.S.C. 42:402e(1)(B)]. 

S. 3853. Mr. Griffin; September 21, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides for increasing widows’ benefits under 
title II of the Social Security Act. 


S. 3854. Mr. Carlson; September 22, 1966 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a spe- 
cial postage stamp in commemoration of Doctor William 
C. Menninger for his pioneering work in the field of 
mental health, 


S. 3856. Mr. Kennedy of Massachusetts; September 22, 
1966 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes financial assistance under title VII 
of the Housing and Urban Development Act for the 
provision of street lighting facilities in aid of 
the prevention or reduction of crime. 


S. 3857. Messrs. Morton and Ervin; September 26, 
1966 (Finance). 


Redefines the term “purchase” for purposes of 
the exception to the general rule regarding the tax 
basis for determining gain or loss of property 
received by a corporation upon liquidation of a 
Subsidiary (i.e. same basis as if in the hands of 
the transferor) so as to include an acquisition of 
stock which would under the general rules relating 
to “constructive ownership” be attributable to the 
person acquiring such stock. 


S. 3658. Mr. Ribicoff; September 26, 1966 
(Finance). 


Extends to 1972 (presently will expire June 30, 
1967) the existing provisions for providing assistance 
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to families with dependent children where the parent 
is unemployed and makes such assistance required 
(formerly authorized) in each State plan. 


S. 3859, Mr. Eastland; September 27, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Prohibits travel or use of any facility in 
interstate or foreign commerce with intent to incite 
a riot or other violent civil disturbance and pro- 
vides penaities of up to $10,000 fine and/or imprison- 
ment of up to five years [adds U.S.C. 18:2101]. 


S. 3860. Mr. Eastland; September 27, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Makes a Federal crime the intimidation of any 
person for the purpose or purported purpose of 
asserting any civil right, or protesting the alleged 
denial thereof, to prevent him from dealing in the 
products of or doing business with whomever he may 
choose or lawfully engaging in a trade, business, or 
profession [adds U.S.C. 18:245]. 

S. 3862. Mr. Case; September 27, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Park Land Protection Act - Prohibits the use of 
Federal park and recreational lands for public work 
projects unless such lands so utilized are replaced 
by lands of a like kind. 


S. 3865. Messrs. Talmadge, Muskie, and Bennett;. 
September 27, 1966 (Finance). 


Amends the Tariff Schedules of the United 
States with respect to the rates of duty on certain 
fabrics containing wool and silk. 

S. 3868. Mr. Ribicoff; September 28, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Increases the maximum amount of a deposit which 
will be insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation or the Federal Savings and Loan Corpora- 
tion from $10,000 to $20,000. 

S. 3869, Mr. Bennett; September 28, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Makes it a Federal offense to use any means of 
interstate transportation or communication, or the 
mails, to sell or offer to sell lots or land parcels 
in violation of State laws in effect in the State of 
residence of the prospective purchaser. 

S. 3872. Mr. McCarthy; September 29, 1966 
(Finance), 


Allows a tax deduction of up to $50 per month 
for expenses incurred by an individual in maintain- 
ing a foreign student above the eighth grade as a 
member of his household. 

S. 3873. Mr. McCarthy; September 29, 1966 (Finance). 

Extends to widows, heirs, or donees of public 
school teachers and employees the following tax 
treatment presently enjoyed by such successors in 
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interest of private school teachers and employees: 
(1) widow not required to include in income the 
first $5,000 paid to her under an annuity contract 
purchased by her deceased husband's employer, to 

the extent the benefit she receives was paid for by 
amounts that her husband was not required to in- 
clude in income [amends U. S. C. 26:101(b)(2)(B) 
(iii)], (2) retirement annuity purchased for a 
teacher exempt from tax is not included in the gross 
estate of such teacher at his death [amends U. S. C. 
26:2039(c)], and (3) exercise or non-exercise by 
teacher of an election or option with regard to 

a beneficiary at death under an annuity contract 
purchased by the school is not considered a gift 
[amends U. S. C. 26:2517(a)]. 


S. 3875. Mr. Douglas; September 30, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the designation of the gravesite 
and the ancestral home of Jane Addams in Cedarville, 
Stephenson County, Illinois, as national historical 
landmarks. 


S. 3878. Mr. Hruska; October 4, 1966 
(Finance). 


Extends the National Firearms Act to include 
destructive devices. Defines such devices so as to 
include explosives, bombs, grenades, rockets, 
missiles, mines, and any weapons having a bore diam- 
eter of 0.78 inch, or larger. 

Exempts from such definition rifles, shotguns, 
line throwing devices, firearms using black powder, 
devices not designed or used as weapons, and de- 
vices to be used by the Federal Government. 

Redefines such weapons presently covered by the 
National Firearms Act as machineguns, sawed-off 
shotguns and rifles so as to include the frame or 
receiver of these weapons and any such weapon which 
can be readily restored to firing condition, 

Requires a copy of the order form for the 
transfer tax and the declaration form for manufac- 
turing of National Act weapons to be submitted to 
the purchasers’ or maker's local police chief. 

Makes it unlawful for any person to possess a 
National Firearms Act weapon in a State where he 
resides which he obtained outside his State if it is 
unlawful for him to purchase or possess the weapon 
in his own State or locality and makes it unlawful 
for persons under 2] years of age to possess such 
weapons. 

Increases maximum penalties from $5,000 to 
$10,000 and from 2 years to 10 years imprisonment. 
Makes sentenced offenders eligible for parole in 
the discretion of the United States Board of Parole. 


S. 3861. Mr. Murphy; October 5, 1966 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the striking of medals in com- 
memoration of the United States Naval Construction 
Battalions (Seabees) twenty-fifth anniversary and 
the United States Navy Civil Engineer Corps (CEC) 
one-hundredth anniversary. 


S. 3882. Messrs. Lausche and Douglas; October 5, 
1966 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Mined Lands Conservation Act - Authorizes the 
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Secretary of the Interior to administer and coordinate 
all activities under a long-range comprehensive 
program to reclaim lands and waters damaged by 
mining in the past. Such program will include 
reclamation, conservation, financial assistance, 
research, demonstration projects,-water pollution 
control, recreation, and preservation of natural 
beauty. 

Makes all mines, the products of which enter 
commerce or the operation of which affect commerce 
subject to this Act. Directs the Secretary of the 
Interior to cooperate with other Federal agencies, 
State and local Governments, interstate agencies 
and compacts. 

Provides for the appointment of a national 
advisory committee to assist in the development of 
standards and requirements. Empowers the Secretary 
to cause the inspection of any mine and to require 
reports and to enter into agreements with State 
and local Governments. 

Permits the Secretary to make grants to States 
or local agencies, nonprofit agencies and individuals 
for research to the development of improved mining, 
reclamation and conservation techniques and practices. 
Also permits the Secretary to enter into agreements 
with owners of private lands. 

Authorizes the Secretary to acquire title to 
previously mined lands by purchase or exchange or 
eminent domain. 


S. 3683. Mr. Morse; October 5, 1966 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for the payment of reasonable costs, 
expenses, and attorneys’ fees to defendants in 
actions by the United States for the condemnation of 
real property after determination of the amount of 
just compensation, or after abandonment of such 
actions by the United States [adds U. S. C. 26:2415]. 


S. 3884. Mr. Williams of New Jersey and others; 
October 5, 1966 (Rules and Administration). 


Authorizes the preparation of plans for a 
memorial to Woodrow Wilson at the Pennsylvania Avenue 
National Historic Site, District of Columbia. 


S. 38685, Mr. Harris and others; October 5, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Grants the consent of the United States to the 
Arkansas River Basin Compact, Kansas-Ok]lahoma, 


S. 3887. Mr. Inouye; October 6, 1966 
(Armed Services). 


Permits persons from countries friendly to the 
United States to receive instruction at the United 
States Military Academy, the United States Naval 
Academy, and the United States Air Force Academy, 


S. 3888. Mr. Mondale and others; October 7, 1966 
(Government Operations). 


Creates not later than September 1, 1967 and 
every 10th year thereafter a bipartisan commission 
to be known as the Executive Organization Review 
Commission to consist of 12 members as follows: 

(1) 2 appointed by the President from the Executive 
Branch; (2) 2 Members of the Senate appointed by the 
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President of the Senate; (3) 2 Members of the House 
of Representatives appointed by the Speaker; and (4) 
6 persons from private life to be appointed by the 
President of the United States, the President of the 
Senate, and the Speaker acting by common agreement. 
Provides that not more than 6 members be from the 
same political] party. 

Provides that all members who are Federal em- 
ployees serve without compensation and members from 
private life receive compensation of $100 per diem and 
necessary expenses. 

Directs the Commission to conduct a comprehensive 
study and investigation of the organization and 
method of operation of all departments, agencies, 
and Government corporations of the executive branch 
of the Government, to determine the effectiveness 
and efficiency such organizations and methods of 
operation provide in carrying out the policies of 
the Congress and the President. 

Directs that such study and investigation in- 
clude consideration of the following objectives: 

(1) reduction of expenditures; (2) consolidation and 
coordination; (3) recruiting of persons of highest 
caliber for Government service; (4) modern management 
techniques; (5) improving communications between 
various agencies both Federal, State, and local; and 
(6) improvement of the capability of the executive 
branch to the needs of the country. 

Grants the Commission subpena powers and 
authorizes it to enter into contracts for research 
and surveys. Authorizes necessary appropriations. 

Provides that the Commission make such interim 
reports as it deems appropriate, and transmit its 
final report to the Congress not later than March of 
the third year after appointment and then cease to 
exist until reestablished with new membership 10 
years after original appointment. 

S. 3889. Mr. Ribicoff; October 7, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides payment for optometrists’ services 
under the program of supplementary medical insurance 
benefits for the aged under the Social Security Act. 


S. 3892, 


Messrs. Allott and Dominick (by request); 
October 7, 1966 (Judiciary). 


Interstate Tax Compact Act - Permits a compact 
or agreement between the several States, for the 
uniform treatment of matters related to taxation 
if made not later than January 7, 1970. 

S. 3894, Mr. McCarthy; October 7, 1966 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
purchase hay and make it available for use in feeding 
livestock in disaster and other emergency areas, and 
authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make cost 
assistance payments to livestockmen on hay purchased 
to feed livestock in areas affected by catastrophies. 
S. 3896. Mr. Harris and others; October 11, 1966 
(Government Operations). 


National Foundation for the Social Sciences Act - 
Provides for the establishment of the National Founda- 
tion for the Social Sciences in order to promote 


research and scholarship in such sciences. Provides 
that for purposes of this Act the term “social 
sciences" shall include, among others, political 
science, economics, psychology, sociology, anthro- 
pology, history, law, social statistics, demog- 
raphy, geography, linguistics and international 
relations. 
S. 3898. Mr. Prouty; October 12, 1966 
(District of Columbia). 


Exempts from all taxation certain property of 
the Washington Psychoanalytic Society and Institute 
in the District of Columbia not used for commercial 
or income producing purposes. 

S. 3902. Messrs. Prouty and Cotton; October 12, 1966 
(Finance). 


Social Security Amendments - Amends the Social 
Security Act and related provisions of law to (1) 
extend hospital insurance benefits to persons aged 
65 and over presently not insured therefor without 
regard to quarters of coverage; (2) increase old- 
age, survivors, and disability insurance benefits 
payable under title II of such Act to a minimum of 
$70 with scaled increases at all levels thereafter; 
(3) provide minimum benefits to persons who, at age 
65, are not insured for benefits under such title; 

(4) increase the amount of income individuals may 

earn without suffering deductions from benefits 
payable under such title by raising the annual earn- 
ings limitation to $2,400 and eliminating any 

stepped reductions for the first $2,400 and a dollar- 
for-dollar reduction above that figure; and (5) reduce 
from age 72 to 70 the time after which earnings wil) 
not be considered as a limitation of benefits.

River and Stream Erosion Control Act - Authorizes 
a program to assist State and local governments and 
other local nonprofit public and private agencies 
in the preparation of plans for controlling bank 
erosion. Provides through cooperative agreements 
Federal technical assistance and financial aid up to 
75 percent of the total cost for carrying out bank 
erosion control plans to prevent the erosion of 
rivers and streams and the deposit of eroded material 
in order to preserve agriculture and other lands, 
protect channels and basins, fish and wildlife, 
foster recreation and conservation, abate pollution, 
and enhance natural beauty. 


S. 3905. Mr. Mondale and others; October 13, 1966 
(Foreign Relations). 


International Brain Drain Act - Declares it the 
policy of Congress to establish a program designed 
to assist the developing countries in efforts to 
reduce the drain from such countries of professional 
persons and skilled specialists in cases where their 
abilities and skills are urgently needed in their 
homelands. Authorizes $5 million in grants to United 
States institutions of higher education to support 
new programs of instruction and counseling of foreign 
students aimed at relating their educational ex- 
perience more closely to the needs of their homelands 
and the occupational opportunities there. 
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Authorizes $5 million, to be expended under a 
new Title X of the Foreign Ass: stance Act, to 
support experimental projects aimed at improved 
utilization of professional and skilled nationals in 
developing countries, and better opportunities for 
career development. 

Authorizes the President to enter bilateral 
agreements with particular developing countries 
which are themselves making substantial efforts to 
attack the causes of the drain of such personnel. 

Provides that such agreements may include one 
or more of the following; (1) that some or all of the 
students from such country come to the United States 
to study under visas which require them to return 
to their homelands for two years before becoming 
eligible for permanent residence in the United 
States, subject to waiver in hardship and other 
special cases; (2) that immigration of certain pro- 
fessional or skilled persons to the United States 
be restricted, in cases where their home country has 
a very severe need for their services, where there 
is substantial evidence that these services will be 
effectively utilized, and those affected will have 
good career opportunities; and (3) that the United 
States will support reasonable contracts between the 
developing countries and their nationals imposing 
conditions relating to their return home, by denying 
immigration visas to those who violate such reason- 
able conditions. 

Provides that in all cases, special considera- 
tion will be given to political refugees barred from 
returning to their own countries. 


S. 3906. Mr. Randolph; October 13, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Flood Control Act - Authorizes the construction, 
repair, and preservation of certain public works on 
rivers and harbors for navigation, flood control, 
water quality control, irrigation and conservation. 

Authorizes the implementation of (1) the com- 
pact between Illinois and Missouri creating a 
Missouri-Illinois-Jefferson-Monroe Bridge Commission 
to construct and maintain a bridge across the Missis- 
sippi near Crystal City, Missouri, and (2) the 
compact between Kansas and Oklahoma for the develop- 
ment of the Arkansas River Basin, including water 
pollution abatement. 


S. 3907. Mr. Pell; October 13, 1966 
(Foreign Relations). 


Promotes the foreign policy of the United States 
by strengthening and improving the Foreign Service 
personne] system of the United States Information 
Agency through establishment of a Foreign Service 
Information Officers Corps. 


S. 3908. Mr. Pell; October 13, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Declares certain portions of Newport Harbor, 
Rhode Island, to be nonnavigable waters of the United 
States. 


S. 3910. Mr. Harris and others; October 13, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for a White House Conference on Indian 
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Affairs to consider and report to the President on 
pressing problems in the field of Indian Affairs. 
Authorizes $100,000 for grants to the States to 
enable those States having meaningful Indian popula- 
tions to hold preliminary discussions prior to such 
White House Conference. 


S. 3911. Messrs. Muskie and Randolph; 
October 14, 1966 (Public Works). 


Authorizes an investigation and study under 
the Clean Air Act to determine means of propelling 
vehicles so as not to contribute to air pollution. 
Directs that particular attention be given to 
electric power motivated vehicles. 


S. 3913. Messrs. Kennedy of New York and McGovern; 


October 14, 1966 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Public Health Service Act Amendments - Increases 
trom $70 million to $180 million annually Federal 
grants for the construction of public or other non- 
profit nursing home facilities. Provides that such 
grants may cover from 50 percent to 75 percent of 
the projects cost. Sets aside 20 percent of avail- 
able construction funds each year to be available 
for distribution without regard to formula limita- 
tions upon the approval of the National Council 
set up under this Act. Permits the Secretary of 
HEW to establish standards of care in hospitals, 
long-term care facilities, and home health agencie. 
assisted under this Act. 

Authorizes $200 million over a ten-year period 
to assist in the establishment of home health 
agencies. 

Authorizes $250 million over a ten-year period 
to support studies and demonstration projects in 
new and improved methods of long-term care and 
physical plants for such care. 

Authorizes $300 million over a ten year period 
to develop new programs for training personnel 
specially suited to provide long-term care. 

Establishes a National Council on Geriatric 
Long-Term Care and Home Health Services. 


S. 3914. Mr. Brewster; October 14, 1966 
(Commerce), 


Requires specific authorization of appropria- 
tions to the Maritime Administration for (1) con- 
struction and repair of vessels; (2) payment of con- 
struction differential subsidy; (3) payment of 
operating differential subsidy; (4) maritime train- 
ing (including Federal aid to State marine schools); 
(5) maintenance and operating of vessels of the 
National Defense Reserve Fleet; (6) the Vessei 
Operations Revolving Fund; and (7) research and 
development activities [amends U. S. C. 46:1119]. 


S. 3915, Mr. Nelson; October 14, 1966 
(Public Works). 


Industrial Pollution Abatement and Prevention 
Act - Authorizes a program under the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act to assist and encourage in- 
dustry to assume its responsibility for abating 
and preventing the pollution of water by wastes from 
industrial sources, by (1) providing grants and 
loans to industry for waste disposal facilities and 
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for manufacturing changes which reduce waste output 
not exceeding SO percent of the cost of such facili- 
ties or changes or $2 million, but only if such 
amounts are not readily available from other sources 
on similar terms; (2) increasing grants to munici- 
palities for joint municipal industrial waste treat- 
ment facilities; (3) extends industrial pollution 
disclosure provisions of the pollution abatement 
enforcement procedure; and (4) establishes and 
strengthens research in joint waste disposal facili- 
ties and advanced waste treatment methods. 


S. 3917. Mr. Smathers; October 17, 1966 
(Finance). 


Permits individuals entitled to monthly insur- 
ance benefits under the old age survivors and dis- 
ability insurance provisions of the Social Security 
Act (title II) to waive their entitlement to all or 
any part of such benefits. 


S. 3918. Messrs. Smathers, Harris, and Mondale; 
October 17, 1966 (Finance). 


Sets up an order of priorities to provide for 
the payment of benefits due under the old-age, 
survivors, and disability insurance provisions, and 
provides for the settlement of claims for unpaid 
medical insurance benefits under the Social Security 
Act in cases where the enrollee dies without making 
an assignment of his benefits. 


S. 3919. Mr. Dodd and others; October 18, 1966 
(Commerce). 


Federal Motor Vehicle Insurance Guaranty Act - 
Establishes a Federal Motor Vehicle Insurance 
Guaranty Corporation to guarantee the contractual 
performance of insurers issuing policies of motor 
vehicle insurance in interstate commerce (mandatory) 
and intrastate commerce (optional on the part of the 
intrastate insurer). 

Provides that in the event any guaranteed in- 
Surer is declared insolvent by a court of competent 
jurisdiction the Corporation will assume any pending 
Claims arising out of policies guaranteed by it up 
to the amount of such policy after a deduction of 
$100 for any insured party claim and $300 for any 
policyholder claim, 
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Sets up an initial fund of $50 million capital- 
ized through the Treasury and provides for a semi- 
annual charge of one-eighth of one percent of each 
insurer's net direct premium writings to enable the 
Corporation to carry out its functions. 

Provides that the above fee requirement shall 
be waived when the fund reaches and is maintaining a 
ceiling of two percent of the net direct premium 
writings of all insurers with guaranteed status. 

Provides for examination functions to be 
carried out with the appropriate State supervisory 
authorities and the National Association of Insur- 
ance Commissioners. 


S. 3921. Mr. Griffin; October 18, 1966 
(Finance). 


Provides for the recognition of the Polish 
Legion of American Veterans by the Secretary of 
Defense and the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs. 


S. 3922. Mr. Hart; October 18, 1966

Fish and Fishery Products Inspection Act - 
Provides for the inspection by the United States 
Department of the Interior of fish and fishery 
products, 


S. 3926. Messrs. Long of Louisiana and Ellender; 
October 19, 1966 (Public Works). 


Modifies the proposed work of improvement on 
the Red River below Fulton, Arkansas, in accordance 
with recommendation of the district engineer, 

United States Army Engineer District, New Orleans, 
and the division engineer, lower Mississippi Valley. 


S. 3929. Mr. Yarborough; October 20, 1966 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Big Thicket National Park in 
Texas. 


S. 3930. Messrs. Stennis and Eastland; October 20, 
1966 (Public Works). 


Provides for the replacement of a bridge over 
the Tchula Lake, Holmes County, Mississippi.

to regulations promulgated pursuant to this Act. 

Authorizes the issuance of regulations which 
will (1) require the net quantity of contents to be 
stated on either the front panel of packages or 
labels affixed thereto; (2) establish minimum 
standards with respect to the prominance of net 
quantity statements; (3) prohibit the addition to 
such statements of qualifying words; (4) specify 
exception to the foregoing which may be required 


because of the nature of the particular commodity; 
(5) prohibit the placement upon such packages. by 
persons other than retailers of data relating 
to possible retail price savings through the 
purchase of the commodity; and (6) prevent the 
use of deceptive illustrative matter on packages, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare and the Federal Trade Commission to 
promulgate regulations and additional regulations 
as needed to preserve fair competition among 
competing products by enabling consumers to make 
rational comparisons and to prevent deception. 
Such regulations shall be effective to (1). establish 
reasonable weights or quantities in which the 
commodity shall be distributed for retail sale, 
provided that no weight established is less than 
two ounces; (2) prevent distribution of packages 
likely to deceive retail purchasers as to net 
quantity with exceptions for certain packages 
of distinctive appearance; (3) establish standards 
relating to package size which may be used to 
quantitatively characterize the contents of 
packages; (4) define the net quantity of a commodity 
which constitutes a serving if such commodity bears 
a representation as to the number of servings 
contained; (5) define standards for the quantitative 
designation of package contents if such cannot be 
described in terms of weight, measure, or count; 
and (6) require the ingredients and composition 
of commodities to be placed in a prominent 
position.

Requires a 
producer or distributor, upon written request, to 
transmit a sample of packages and labels to the 
aforementioned administrative officer or agency, 
imposing a penalty to be collected in a civil 
proceeding for failure to comply therewith.

Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare and the Federal Trade Commission to 
promulgate regulations and additional regulations 
as needed to preserve fair competition among 
competing products by enabling consumers to make 
rational comparisons and to prevent deception. 

Such regulations shal] be effective to (1) establish 
reasonable weights or quantities in which the 
commodity shall be distributed for retail sale, 
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provided that no weight established is less than 

two ounces; (2) prevent distribution of packages 
likely to deceive retail purchasers as to net 
quantity with exceptions for certain packages 

of distinctive appearance; (3) establish standards 
relating to package size which may be used to 
quantitatively characterize the contents of 
packages; (4) define ‘the net quantity of a commodity 
which constitutes a serving if such commodity bears 
a representation as to the number of servings 
contained; (5) define standards for the quantitative 
designation of package contents if such cannot be 
described in terms of weight, measure, or count; 

and (6) require the ingredients and composition 

of commodities to be placed in a prominent 

position. 

Sets forth procedural requirements relating 
to the promulgation of regulations. Requires a 
producer or distributor, upon written request, to 
transmit a sample of packages and labels to the 
aforementioned administrative officer or agency, 
imposing a penalty to be collected in a civil 
proceeding for failure to comply therewith. 

Title II. Truth in Lending Act - Requires all 
persons extending credit to another to make full dis- 
closure in writing of all finance charges prior 
to consummation of the transaction. Provides 
for the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System to prescribe rules and regulations as 
necessary. Sets forth penalties for violation 
of such regulations. 

Title III. Drug Safety Act - Requires drug 
manufacturers and distributors to keep records and 
make reports relative to the safety and effectiveness 
of drugs. Permits the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to prescribe further requirements for 
labeling drugs to insure their safe and effective 
use, and authorizes the Secretary to require certifi- 
cation of individual batches of certain drugs as he 
deems necessary. 

Requires sample drugs to be clearly labled as 
such and prohibits the distribution or sale, 
particularly through the mail or in interstate 
commerce, of such drugs without specific authoriza- 
tion. 

Title IV, Child Safety Act - Limits the quanti- 
ty of children's aspirin which may be packaged in a 
single container.

Authorizes administrative agencies to promulgate 
regulations on an individual commodity basis when 
necessary: (1) establishing and defining standards 
for designating the relative size of packages, such 
as "small," “medium,” and “large”; (2) establishing 
and defining “servings” standards; (3) regulating 
printed label representations that commodities are 
being offered at retail sale at “cents off" the 
regular price, or in “economy” packages; and (4) 
requiring the disclosure on labels of relevant 
ingredient information.

Directs the Comptroller to provide inform- 
ation to the Congress on the location and nature of 
data available in the various Federal agencies with 
respect to programs, activities, receipts, and ex- 
penditures of such agencies, Requires such informa- 
tion to be furnished on request of any Member or 
committee or joint committee, Permits the assign- 
ment of financial experts of GAO to assist Congres- 
sional committees in this field. Provides for 
additional employees in GAO to carry out provisions 
of this Act. 

Provides for supplemental budget information 
from the President. Requires public hearings on 
the Budget within 30 days after its transmittal. 
Directs reviews of the budget specifically directed 
to the examination and review of multiagency programs.

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Title III - Sources of Information. Increases 
from 4 to 6 the number of permanent professional 
staff members of standing committees.

Makes provisions for increasing committee staffs on 
a temporary basis under certain conditions Also 
makes changes in rates of compensation to committee 
staffs. 

Makes various changes relating to the office 
staffs and allowances of Members of Congress. 

Redisgnates the Legislative Reference Service 
as the Legislative Research Service. States as 
Congressional policy that the Legislative Research 
Service be directly responsive to, and responsible 
to, the Congress. Provides that the Librarian of 
Congress shall appoint the Director of the Legisla- 
tive Research Service with the approval, in advance 
of the appointment, by the Joint Committee of Congress 
on the Library, by record vote of the majority of the 
Joint Committee. Makes certain changes relating to 
the personnel of the Service and broadens its duties. 
Among such duties is a new category which provides 
that upon request made by any Committee or Member 
of the Congress, the Service shall prepare a concise 
memorandum with respect to legislative measures upon 
which hearings by any committee have been announced. 
Directs that such memorandum contain a statement of 
purpose and effect of each such measure, a description 
of other relevant measures of similar purpose or 
effect previously introduced in the Congress, and a 
recitation of all prior actions. Specifically re- 
quires that all such duties shall be performed without 
partisan bais. Requires a report from the Service in 
detail of all phases of activity of the Service.

Creates the Office 
of Personnel and Office Management of the Congress 
under the jurisdiction of the committee. Provides 
for the formulation of a conversion of the Capitol 
Police into a professional force. Makes changes 
relating to the service of Senate and House pages.
